(CM)  Services  - Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  Project,  and  authorized  the  General  Manager

WFIEREAS,  On  July  29,  2010,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  Resolution  No.  327- 
1 0,  authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  the  SFPUC  to  execute  Agreement  No.  CS-91 1 R with 
B&V,  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $38,000,000  with  a term  of  up  to  five  (5)  years  and  six  (6)

WHEREAS,  The  Calaveras  Dam  Replacement  Project  has  experienced  significant 
increases  in  the  contract  cost  and  duration  due  to  two  ancient  landslides  that  form  the  basis  of 
the  differing  site  conditions  occurring  in  the  left  abutment  and  spillway  excavation;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  differing  site  conditions  have  required  extensive  additional 
investigations,  evaluation,  and  redesign  of  the  left  abutment  slope,  spillway  and  dam 
foundation,  and  outlet  pipe  bench  alignment,  and  have  required  an  extension  to  the 
construction  duration  from  the  original  schedule;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  24,  2015,  by  Resolution  No.  15-0055,  the  SFPUC  approved

collaborative  court  services  by  supporting  criminally-involved  men  and  women  with  co-

WHEREAS,  An  Annual  Salary  Ordinance  amendment  is  not  required  as  the  grant

WHEREAS,  A request  for  retroactive  approval  is  being  sought  because  DPH  did  not

WHEREAS,  Mentoring  and  Peer  Support  Project  Grant  does  not  contain  indirect  costs

Club,  located  at  3464  Lexington  Street,  in  accordance  with  Public  Works  Code, 
Sections  789,  et  seq.,  the  Commemorative  Street  Plaque  Ordinance. 

WFIEREAS,  Since  its  earliest  days,  San  Francisco  has  been  shaped  by  its  LGBTQ 
culture  and  the  social  institutions  that  have  fostered  community  among  lesbian,  transgender, 
gay,  and  queer-identifying  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lexington  Club  opened  on  January  31,  1997,  as  a “neighborhood 
space  for  the  dykes,  queers,  artists,  musicians  and  neighborhood  folks  who  made  up  the 
community  that  surrounded  it”;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lexington  Club,  located  at  the  corner  of  19th  Street  and  Lexington  in 
San  Francisco’s  Mission  District,  has  facilitated  a strong  and  vibrant  sense  of  community 
among  San  Francisco’s  lesbian  and  queer  community  for  the  past  18  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lexington  Club  has  served  as  a central  meeting  place  and  organizing 
platform  for  San  Francisco’s  various  lesbian  and  queer  organizations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Among  the  many  individuals  who  have  found  and  contributed  to  the 
vibrant  community  created  by  the  Lexington  Club  are  artists  and  writers  such  as  award- 
winning author  and  poet  Michelle  Tea,  award-winning  author  Marci  Blackman,  fine-art 
photographer  Catherine  Opie,  sculptor  and  performer  Harry  Dodge,  video  artist  Stanya  Kahn, 
writer  and  director  Silas  Howard,  and  noted  painter  Norma  Jeanne  Maloney;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  fostering  community  among  San  Francisco’s  own  lesbian 
community,  the  Lexington  Club  is  an  internationally-renowned  destination  for  lesbians  and 
queers  from  around  the  world;  and 
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WHEREAS,  At  the  time  that  the  Lexington  Club  opened  in  1997,  the  Mission  District 
had  been  the  center  of  San  Francisco’s  lesbian  community  for  at  least  three  decades  as  the 
location  of  such  institutions  as  Kelly’s,  Old  Wives’  Tales  Bookstore,  Osento  Women's  Baths, 
Amelia’s,  and  the  community-based  performance  space  Red  Dora’s  Bearded  Lady  Cafe;  and 
WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  lost  all  of  those  community  spaces,  along  with  many 
other  establishments  meaningful  to  LGBTQ  people;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Lexington  Club,  the  City’s  only  identified  lesbian  bar  as  of  the  time  of 
this  resolution,  is  slated  to  close  on  April  30,  2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  Marking  the  significance  of  queer  space,  particularly  in  the  wake  of  its 
loss,  is  a valuable  means  of  keeping  alive  the  memory  of  San  Francisco’s  history;  and 
WHEREAS,  Knowledge  of  this  history  encourages  respect  for  diversity  in  all  San 
Franciscans  and  inspires  future  generations  to  create  their  own  community  space;  and 

WHEREAS,  Owner  Lila  Thirkfield  and  the  family  and  staff  of  the  Lexington  Club  have 
vowed  to  continue  creating  opportunities  for  San  Francisco’s  dykes,  queers,  artists,  and 
musicians  to  organize  and  socialize  and  thrive,  in  spite  of  the  loss  of  their  long-time  home  at 
the  corner  of  19th  Street  and  Lexington  Street;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  accordance  with  Public  Works  Code, 
Sections  789,  et  seq.,  the  Commemorative  Street  Plaque  Ordinance,  authorizes  the

Resolution  supporting  California  Senate  Bill  364,  introduced  by  Senator  Leno, 
amending  State  law  to  return  local  control  over  the  Ellis  Act  to  prevent  real  estate 
speculation  and  abuse  of  no-fault  evictions. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  has  historically  been 
among  the  cities  with  the  highest  average  rent  in  our  country;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  seen  significant  job  creation  and  employment  growth  in  the 
past  three  years,  seeing  unemployment  rates  decline  from  9.7%  in  August  2010  to  3.8%  in 
December  2014  with  70,252  more  people  employed;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  population  of  the  City  has  continued  to  increase  during  the  past  three 
years  of  economic  growth,  resulting  in  an  increased  demand  for  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  From  1997  to  the  present,  according  to  data  from  the  Rent  Board,  3,277 
units  in  San  Francisco  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  rental  market  as  a result  of  the  Ellis  Act; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ellis  Act,  Government  Code,  Sections  7060,  et  seq.,  provides,  with 
limited  exceptions  that  no  public  entity  shall,  by  statute,  ordinance,  regulation,  or  by 
administrative  action  compel  the  owner  of  any  residential  real  property  to  offer,  or  to  continue 
to  offer,  accommodations  in  the  property  for  rent  or  lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ellis  Act  is  increasingly  being  used,  not  by  long-term  owners  of  rental 
property  as  the  law  intended,  but  instead  by  new  owners  who  purchase  the  building  with  the 
intent  of  evoking  the  Ellis  Act  purely  for  speculative  purposes;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Ellis  Act  has  adversely  affected  the  supply  of  rental  housing  in  San 
Francisco  by  restricting  its  availability  without  granting  municipalities  the  tools  to  directly  deal 
with  its  negative  consequences;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  a trend  emerging  in  which  the  Ellis  Act  is  used  by  entities  who 
buy  rental  residential  buildings  and  repeatedly  leave  the  rental  business,  exploiting  a loophole 
in  the  Ellis  Act  that  the  Legislature  may  not  have  intended  to  create  when  it  passed  the  law; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Speculators  who  use  the  Ellis  Act  to  evict  tenants  typically  target  long  term 
residents  who  tend  to  be  seniors  and  impact  the  City’s  most  vulnerable  residents:  the 
disabled,  those  living  with  disabling  HIV  or  AIDS,  and  immigrants;  and 

WHEREAS,  An  unintended  consequence  of  the  Ellis  Act  is  that  it  places  dependence 
for  unit-by-unit  replacement  of  lost  affordable  rental  supply  on  local  subsidy  or  market  rate 
developers;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  last  decade,  while  San  Francisco’s  market  rate  developers,  through 
the  City’s  inclusionary  housing  program,  have  produced  1,530  new  affordable  units  without  a 
City  subsidy,  during  the  same  period,  the  City  has  witnessed  1,594  eviction  notices  based  on 
the  Ellis  Act  - creating  a net  loss  in  non-City-subsidized  affordable  rental  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  last  decade,  while  San  Francisco  has  produced  on  average  591 
new  locally  subsidized  affordable  housing  units  each  year,  262  affordable  rental  units  on 
average  have  been  petitioned  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  rental  market  each  year  due  to  the 
Ellis  Act,  diminishing  the  impact  that  City-subsidized  affordable  housing  production  has  had 
on  increasing  San  Francisco’s  affordable  housing,  particularly  for  seniors  and  working  class 
households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Although  there  are  50,600  units  entitled  for  development  in  the  Planning 
Department’s  most  recent  pipeline  report,  6,700  of  which  are  currently  under  construction, 
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with  35  percent  currently  qualifying  as  permanently  affordable  housing,  the  use  of  the  Ellis  Act 
has  in  the  past  three  years  increased  165%,  with  215  evictions  from  March  2013  to  February 
2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  does  not  want  to  continue  the  trend  of  trying  to  build  more 
affordable  housing  while  at  the  same  time  losing  an  increasing  number  of  our  affordable  rental 
housing  to  Ellis  Act  evictions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  threat  of  Ellis  Act  eviction  can  force  tenants  to  accept  buyouts  rather 
than  face  an  eviction  without  compensation,  which  causes  underreporting  of  de  facto  Ellis  Act 
evictions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  recognizes  that  we  cannot  wait  until  Ellis  Act  evictions  reach  the 
levels  seen  in  the  year  2000  before  acting  to  restore  more  local  control;  and 

WHEREAS,  A 2014  report  from  Tenants  Together,  a statewide  organization  for  renters’ 

! rights,  found  that  51%  of  the  City’s  evictions  begin  within  the  first  year  of  new  ownership  and 
; 78%  start  within  the  first  five  years  of  new  ownership;  and 

WHEREAS,  Thirty  percent  of  all  Ellis  Act  evictions  come  from  investors  who  have 
entered  and  exited  the  rental  business  more  than  once,  evicting  residents  from  multiple 
buildings;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  should  work  to  stem  the  tide  of  speculative  evictions;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  City  should  protect  residents  who  live  in  the  housing  stock  we  have 
while  continuing  to  build  the  housing  our  growing  workforce  needs;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  should  work  together  with  a 
common  goal  to  amend  state  law  to  restrict  speculative  Ellis  Act  evictions  and  return  greater 
local  control  over  the  Ellis  Act  in  order  to  reduce  the  speculative  Ellis  Act  evictions  that  are 
displacing  long-time  residents  of  our  City  and  disrupting  our  efforts  to  grow  in  accordance  to 
our  General  Plan  and  our  neighborhood  plans;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  strongly  supports  Senate  Bill 
364  amending  state  law  to  return  more  local  control  to  San  Francisco  in  order  to  stop 
speculative  Ellis  Act  evictions  and  respectfully  urge  our  Bay  Area  legislators  to  support  said 
legislation;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Mayor  will  also  pursue 
local  strategies  to  mitigate  adverse  impacts  on  persons  displaced  by  the  Ellis  Act  including  but 
not  limited  to  legislation  related  to  relocation  assistance,  buy-outs,  tenant  harassment  and 
affordable  rental  housing  retention.

Resolution  supporting  the  Sugar-Sweetened  Beverage  Safety  Warning  Act,  also  known 
as  California  Senate  Bill  203,  authored  by  Senator  Bill  Monning,  to  make  California  the 
first  state  to  require  health  warning  labels  to  be  placed  on  sugary  drinks,  including 
sodas,  sports  drinks,  and  energy  drinks. 

WHEREAS,  California  is  in  an  obesity  and  diabetes  crisis  that  is  severely  impacting  the 
public’s  health  and  taxpayer  costs;  and 

WHEREAS,  A typical  12  ounce  soda  contains  on  average  eight  to  ten  teaspoons  of 
sugar,  which  exceeds  recommended  amounts  of  daily  added  sugar  for  children,  women  and 
men;  and 

WHEREAS,  Drinking  one  to  two  sugary  drinks  a day  escalates  the  risk  of  diabetes  by 
26%;  and 

WHEREAS,  Drinking  one  soda  a day  increases  an  adult’s  chances  of  being  overweight 
by  27%  and  for  children  it  increases  to  55%;  and 

WHEREAS,  Nearly  half  of  all  Latino  and  African  American  children  born  after  2000  will 
go  on  to  develop  Type  2 diabetes;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  San  Francisco  Budget  and  Legislative  Analysts’  Office, 
sugary  drinks  costs  San  Francisco  residents  between  $48,103,773  and  $ 61,803,219  and  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  between  $6,029,889  and  $28,049,202  each  year  due  to 
obesity  and  diabetes  alone;  and 

WHEREAS,  A high  consumption  of  carbonated  soft  drinks  in  early  childhood  has  been 
shown  to  be  associated  with  an  increased  risk  of  dental  cavities;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Senator  Bill  Monning  has  introduced  the  Sugar-Sweetened  Beverages 
Safety  Warning  Act,  also  known  as  Senate  Bill  (SB)  203,  which  would  require  a warning  label 
to  be  placed  on  the  front  of  all  cans  and  bottles  of  soda  and  fruit  drinks  with  added  sweeteners 
that  have  75  or  more  calories  per  12  ounces;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  label  would  read:  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA  SAFETY  WARNING: 
Drinking  beverages  with  added  sugar(s)  contributes  to  obesity,  diabetes,  and  tooth  decay,  and 
WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  supported  SB  1000 
which  would  have  also  mandated  sugary-sweetened  beverage  safety  warnings  in  2014;  and 
WHEREAS,  A majority  of  San  Francisco  voters  supported  a ballot  measure  that  would 
have  established  a tax  on  sugary-sweetened  beverages,  demonstrating  serious  concerns 
about  soda  consumption  and  its  harmful  health  impacts;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  critical  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  again  supports  this 
legislation  for  improving  public  health  and  education;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  supports  Senate  Bill  203 
and  urges  the  Legislature  and  Governor  to  enact  it.

Resolution  retroactively  authorizing  the  Department  of  Children,  Youth,  and  Their 
Families  to  accept  and  expend  a grant  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Justice,  Bureau  of 
Justice  Assistance,  passed  through  the  State  of  California,  Board  of  State  and 
Community  Corrections,  through  the  Edward  Byrne  Memorial  Justice  Assistance  Grant 
Program,  for  a multidisciplinary  partnership  to  reduce  recidivism  for  disconnected 
transitional-age  youth  and  providing  a framework  for  preventing  the  school-to-prison 
pipeline  in  the  amount  of  $1,045,625  for  the  period  of  March  1,  2015,  through  December 
31,  2015. 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  State  and  Community  Corrections  (BSCC)  Edward  Byrne 
Memorial  Justice  Assistance  Grant  (JAG)  Program,  FY2014,  Project  Cycle:  March  1,  2015 
through  December  31,  2017,  issued  a Request  for  Proposals  to  provide  critical  funding 
necessary  to  support  state  and  local  initiatives,  to  include:  technical  assistance,  strategic 
planning,  research  and  evaluation,  data  collection,  training,  personnel,  and  equipment;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  BSCC  developed  a Multi-Year  State  Strategy  that  will  focus  on  three 
areas  of  program  purpose  which  include  education  and  prevention,  law  enforcement,  and 
prosecution,  courts  and  defense,  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  juvenile  and  adult  criminal 
justice  communities,  through  collaborative  partnerships  and  innovative  and/or  promising 
strategies  to  reduce  recidivism;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”)  desires  to  participate  in  the 
JAG  Program  supported  by  Department  of  Justice,  Bureau  of  Justice  Assistance,  federal 
funds  and  administered  by  the  BSCC;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Department  of  Children,  Youth,  and  Their  Families  (DCYF)  applied  for  the 
JAG  grant  on  November  21,  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  its  application,  DCYF  requested  funding  for  the  Transitional  Age  Youth 
(TAY)  Court  and  Juvenile  Alternative  to  Sentencing  Program  along  with  San  Francisco  Police 
Department,  Office  of  the  District  Attorney,  Adult  Probation  Department,  Juvenile  Probation 
Department,  Sheriffs  Department,  Office  of  the  Public  Defender,  and  Superior  Court  of  San 
Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  multidisciplinary  partnership  will  leverage  resources  from  existing 
personnel  positions  to  conduct  and  scale  two  pilot  projects  in  an  effort  to  reduce  recidivism  for 
juvenile  and  adult  populations  by  establishing  a TAY  Court  and  providing  a framework  for 
juveniles  at-risk  for  suspension  at  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  (SFUSD);  and 
WHEREAS,  Key  partners  include  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  Office  of  the 
District  Attorney,  Adult  Probation  Department,  Juvenile  Probation  Department,  Sheriffs 
Department,  Office  of  the  Public  Defender,  Superior  Court  of  San  Francisco,  and  DCYF,  as 
well  as  SFUSD’s  Pupil  Services,  with  each  partner  playing  a critical  role  in  the  development, 
implementation,  and  evaluation  of  the  pilot  strategies;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  1,  2015,  the  BSCC  awarded  DCYF  $1,045,625,  to  implement 
the  first  year  of  the  proposed  San  Francisco  Justice  Assistance  Grant  2014  Three-Year 
Prevention  and  Intervention  Strategy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  award  period  is  from  March  1,  2015  to  December  31,  2015,  for 
FY2014,  the  first  of  three  annual  installments,  subject  to  non-competitive  renewal  if  the  City 
meets  performance  objectives,  depending  upon  the  annual  federal  allocation  to  the  Bureau  of 
Justice  Assistance,  which  administers  the  grants  nationally;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  terms  prohibit  including  indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  DCYF  is  hereby  authorized  to  retroactively  accept  and  expend,  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  JAG  grant  funds  administered  by  BSCC  in  the  amount  of  $1 ,045,625  from 
March  1,  2015  through  December  31,  2015;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  Mayor  Edwin  M.  Lee  is  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  City 
to  sign  the  Grant  Agreement  with  the  BSCC,  including  any  amendments  thereof,  including 
renewals  through  a non-competitive  application  process  for  the  remainder  of  the  project  cycle; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  federal  grant  funds  received  hereunder  shall  not  be  used 
to  supplant  expenditures  controlled  by  the  City;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  agrees  to  abide  by  the  statutes  and  regulations 
governing  the  federal  JAG  Program,  as  well  as  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Grant 
Agreement  as  set  forth  by  the  BSCC;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  waives  inclusion  of 
indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget.

[Denouncing  Indiana  State  Senate  Bill  101  (Kruse,  Schneider,  and  Steel)  - Discrimination 
Against  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual  and  Transgender  Community] 

Resolution  denouncing  Indiana  State  Senate  Bill  101,  co-authored  by  Senators  Kruse, 
Schneider,  and  Steele,  a law  that  permits  discrimination  against  the  lesbian,  gay, 
bisexual  and  transgender  community  under  the  guise  of  religious  freedom. 

WHEREAS,  On  March  26,  2015,  Indiana  Governor  Mike  Pence  signed  Indiana  State 
Senate  Bill  (SB)  101  into  law,  allowing  individuals  and  businesses  the  right  to  refuse  services 
to  lesbian  gay,  bisexual  and  transgender  (LGBT)  individuals  under  the  guise  of  religious 
freedom;  and 

WHEREAS,  SB  101  actively  abets  discrimination  by  codifying  the  right  to  refuse 
service  if  an  individual  or  business  believes  doing  so  would  violate  the  practice  and 
observance  of  his  or  her  religion;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  respects  the  freedom  of  religion,  but  this 
freedom  cannot  be  used  as  an  excuse  for  individuals  to  discriminate  against  people  based  on 
sexual  orientation  or  gender  identity,  as  inferior  or  less  deserving  of  services  and 
accommodations  than  others;  and 

WHEREAS,  SB  101  is  dangerous  because  it  allows  individuals  the  unfettered  ability  to 
act  upon  personal  animus  against  LGBT  people,  as  long  as  they  claim  offense  to  their 
religious  beliefs;  and 

WHEREAS,  SB  101  singles  out  the  LGBT  community  for  negative  treatment  and 
removal  of  legal  protections,  a practice  found  unconstitutional  by  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  signing  of  SB  101  into  law  sends  a clear  message  that  Indiana  is  an 
intolerant  and  unwelcoming  place  for  LGBT  persons;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  State  of  Indiana  does  not  have  a state  law  specifically  protecting  the 
LGBT  community  from  discrimination;  and 

WHEREAS,  Civil  rights  leaders,  elected  officials,  businesses,  the  tourism  industry  and 
individuals  across  the  country  are  repudiating  SB  101  as  immoral,  bad  public  policy,  and 
economically  detrimental;  and 

WHEREAS,  Mayor  Ed  Lee  directed  all  City  Departments  under  his  authority  to  bar  any 
publicly-funded  City  employee  travel  to  the  State  of  Indiana  that  is  not  essential  to  public 
health  and  safety;  and 

WHEREAS,  Salesforce  CEO  Marc  Benioff  announced  that  his  company  is  cancelling 
all  required  travel  to  Indiana  by  Salesforce  employees  to  avoid  facing  potential  discrimination 
while  in  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Angie’s  List  put  on  hold  an  $18.5  million  incentive  package  from 
Indianapolis’  City-County  Council  to  add  1,000  jobs  over  five  years,  until  it  fully  understands 
the  implications  of  SB101  on  its  employees;  and 

WHEREAS,  NCAA  President  Mark  Emmert  released  a statement  expressing  concern 
for  how  SB101  could  affect  student-athletes  and  employees,  and  that  the  NCAA  intends  to 
examine  the  implications  of  this  bill  and  how  it  might  affect  future  events  and  their  workforce; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Apple  CEO  Tim  Cook  authored  an  op-ed  in  The  Washington  Post,  stating 
that  SB101  would  not  only  rationalize  injustice,  but  also  hurt  job  growth  and  the  economic 
vitality  of  the  State  of  Indiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  2nd,  Indiana  Governor  Mike  Pence  signed  SB  50  - co-authored 
by  Senate  President  Young  and  Senator  Crider  - a clarification  that  provides  protections  for 
LGBT  customers,  employees  and  tenants  and  effectively  destroys  the  discriminatory  intent  of 
SB  101;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  response  to  the  passage  of  SB  50,  the  governors  of  Washington,  New 
York  and  Connecticut  lifted  their  state-funded  travel  bans  to  the  State  of  Indiana;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  mayors  of  San  Francisco,  New  York  City,  Seattle,  Portland  and 
Oakland  have  also  lifted  their  city-funded  travel  bans  to  the  State  of  Indiana;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  condemns  SB  101  as 
discriminatory  toward  the  LGBT  community;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  encourages  the 
State  of  Indiana  to  pass  a statewide  non-discrimination  law  inclusive  of  the  LGBT  community; 
and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  City 
Departments  to  implement  a ban  on  publicly-funded  travel  to  any  other  state  that  passes  a 
version  of  SB  101  or  law  that  would  have  the  effect  of  codifying  discrimination  against  LGBT 
individuals;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  calls  on  City 
Departments  (1)  to  the  extent  practicable,  and  in  instances  where  there  is  no  significant 
additional  cost  to  the  City  nor  conflict  with  law,  to  refrain  from  entering  into  any  new  or 
amended  contracts  to  purchase  goods  or  services  from  any  company  that  is  headquartered  in 
any  state  that  passes  a law  discriminating  against  LGBT  individuals,  and  (2)  to  review  existing 
contracts  for  the  purchase  of  goods  and  services  with  companies  headquartered  in  such 
states  and  explore  opportunities  to  discontinue  those  contracts  consistent  with  the  terms  of 
those  contracts  and  principles  of  fiscal  responsibility;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  encourages  private  San 
Francisco-based  businesses  to  refrain  from  doing  business  with  any  state  that  passes  a law 
discriminating  against  LGBT  individuals  or  holding  or  participating  in  any  conventions  or 
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conferences  in  such  such  states,  and  also  urges  San  Francisco  private  citizens  to  avoid 
engaging  in  tourism  in  such  states;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  that  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
directs  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  to  send  a copy  of  this  Resolution  to  Indiana  Governor  Mike 
Pence.

[Equal  Pay  Day  - April  14,  2015] 

Resolution  declaring  April  14,  2015,  as  Equal  Pay  Day  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  commending  American  Association  of  University  Women  for  its  leadership 
in  advancing  public  awareness  about  Equal  Pay  Day,  and  encouraging  action  to  close 
the  gender  pay  gap. 

WHEREAS,  According  to  United  States  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  full-time  employed 
women,  on  average,  earn  roughly  780  for  every  dollar  men  earn,  leading  to  a lifetime  pay  loss 
of  $700,000  for  a female  high  school  graduate,  $1,200,000  for  a college  graduate,  and 
$2,000,000  for  a professional  school  graduate;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  San  Francisco,  women  earn  on  average  870  for  every  dollar  men  make, 
a testament  to  ongoing  efforts  towards  pay  equity  in  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  date  of  April  14,  Equal  Pay  Day,  symbolizes  how  far  into  2015  women 
must  work  to  earn  what  men  earned  in  2014,  and,  since  1996,  this  day  in  April  has  been  noted 
as  part  of  an  important  public  awareness  event  to  highlight  gender  and  racial  wage  gaps  that 
persist  to  the  detriment  of  more  than  half  of  the  American  labor  force;  and 

WHEREAS,  Nearly  four  in  ten  mothers  are  primary  breadwinners  in  their  households, 
and  nearly  two-thirds  are  significant  earners,  making  pay  equity  critical  to  families’  economic 
security,  yet  working  mothers  are  often  penalized  for  having  children  while  fatherhood 
generally  boosts  a man’s  career;  and 

WHEREAS,  American  Association  of  University  Women  (AAUW),  a non-profit,  non- 
partisan organization  empowering  women  since  1881,  provides  a short  guide,  The  Simple 
Truth  about  the  Gender  Pay  Gap,  2015  Edition , for  understanding  the  wage  gap  challenges; 
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and  published  Graduating  to  a Pay  Gap:  The  Earnings  of  Women  and  Men  One  Year  after 
College  Graduation  (2012);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Branch  of  American  Association  of  University  Women 
(AAUW  San  Francisco),  has  been  empowering  women  and  girls  for  over  130  years  through 
advocacy,  education,  research  and  philanthropy  in  order  to  promote  equity  for  all  women  and 
girls,  lifelong  education,  and  positive  societal  change;  and

Section  11.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Board  of  Supervisors”),  after  careful  study  and  consideration,  has  determined  that  there  is  a 
shortage  of  safe  and  sanitary  housing  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City), 
particularly  for  low  and  moderate  income  persons,  and  that  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Acting  under  and  pursuant  to  the  powers  reserved  to  the  City  under 
Sections  3,  5,  and  7 of  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  California  and  Sections 
1.101  and  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  City  has  enacted  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Residential  Mortgage  Revenue  Bond  Law  (City  Law),  constituting  Article  I of  Chapter  43  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  in  order  to  establish  a procedure  for  the  authorization, 
issuance,  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home  finance  for 
persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable  communities  by 
providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased  economic 
opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7 of  Part  5 thereof  (State  Law),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Bay  Street,  L.P.,  a California  limited  partnership  (or  any  successor  thereto 
including  any  successor  owner  of  the  Project)  (Borrower),  desires  to  rehabilitate  50  units  of 
residential  rental  housing  located  at  227  Bay  Street  (Project);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(Bonds);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (Code),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  solely  to  satisfy 
the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  must  complete  environmental  review  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act,  and  is  subject  to  the  City’s  discretion  to  modify,  approve  or 
disapprove  the  land  use  entitlements  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 
WHEREAS,  On  March  13,  2015,  the  City  caused  a notice  stating  that  a public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor  s Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  and  Community  Development  on  March  27,  2015,  to  appear  in  The 
San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City,  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  March  27,  2015,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and 
WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1 .8  of  Division  1 of  Title  2 of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  (CDLAC)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 . The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  solely  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1 .150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations  and  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the  Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur 
any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project.  The  Project  is  subject  to  the  City's  normal 
project  review  procedures,  including  environmental  review  under  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act,  and  is  subject  to  the  City’s  discretion  to  modify,  approve  or  disapprove  the  Project 
following  completion  of  environmental  review. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a type  properly  chargeable  to  a capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $21,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  solely  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds,  the  terms  of  which  shall  be  subject  to  a future  resolution  of  this  Board. 
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Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (Director),  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
to  submit  an  application  (Application),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to 
CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a 
portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$21,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  (Deposit)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a restriction  on  cash  on  the  Low-Mod  Income  Housing  Asset  Fund. 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Low-Mod  Income  Housing  Asset  Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 . This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

WHEREAS,  In  developing  the  capital  plan  staff  considered  numerous  policy  questions 
including,  among  other  matters,  how  to  (i)  manage  needed  capital  expenditure  requirements 
with  limited  annual  discretionary  funds  ; (ii)  manage  the  scheduling  of  future  General 
Obligation  bonds  to  address  citywide  capital  needs  without  increasing  the  property  tax  rate 
beyond  Fiscal  Year  2006  levels;  and  (iii)  deliver  priority  capital  projects  without  increasing  the 
percentage  of  the  General  Fund  spent  on  debt  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  the  March  2,  2015,  meeting  the  Committee  unanimously  adopted  the 
ten-year  capital  plan  for  fiscal  years  2016-2025  and  approved  it  for  submission  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  Board  for  its  consideration  (as  so  adopted,  the  "Capital  Plan");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Capital  Plan  and  the  City  Administrator's  transmittal  letter  are  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150224.  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  now,  therefore,  be  it

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terminate  City  College  of  San  Francisco’s  accreditation,  alleging  conflicts  of  interest  within  the 
accrediting  body  and  misinterpretation  of  federal  policies;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  State  Auditor  found  that  a lack  of  transparency  and 
incongruent  application  by  the  Accrediting  Commission  for  Community  and  Junior  Colleges  in 
the  decision  process  undermines  the  value  of  the  accreditation  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  404  (Chiu)  would  require  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
California  Community  Colleges  to  solicit  anonymous  system-wide  feedback  on  the 
performance  of  the  regional  agency  that  accredits  community  colleges  and  communicate  this 
feedback  to  the  federal  body  that  oversees  and  reviews  accrediting  agencies,  the  National 
Advisory  Committee  on  Institutional  Quality  and  Integrity  (NACIQI);  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  1385  (Ting)  would  give  California’s  community  colleges  the  right  to 
approve  or  reject,  by  majority  vote,  the  imposition  of  special  assessments  by  their  accreditor 
to  cover  the  accreditor's  legal  expenses;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  1397  (Ting)  would  reform  aspects  of  the  Community  College 
accreditation  process  to  bring  it  into  compliance  with  state  and  federal  laws  and  regulations 
and  ensure  that  fairness,  consistency,  and  transparency  guide  the  manner  in  which 
accreditation  procedures  are  conducted,  thereby  protecting  the  interests  of  community  college 
students,  our  community,  and  the  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  critical  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  supports  this 
legislation  for  protecting  City  College  of  San  Francisco  and  the  educational  opportunities  it 
provides;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  USTR  states  that  the  TPP  will  cover  all  aspects  of  commercial 
relations  among  the  member  countries,  including  policy  matters  related  to  intellectual 
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property,  labor,  human  rights,  agriculture,  natural  resources,  the  environment,  government 
procurement,  financial  services,  healthcare,  telecommunications,  and  energy;  and 
WHEREAS,  Many  economists  argue  that  free  trade  agreements  like  the  North 
American  Free  Trade  Agreement  (NAFTA)  and  the  Global  Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade 
(GATT)  have  resulted  in  the  erosion  of  domestic  jobs,  environmental,  workplace  and  public 
health  standards  here  in  the  United  States  and  abroad;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  growing  trade  deficits  exacerbated  by  NAFTA  and  GATT  displaced 
nearly  700,000  jobs,  and  trade  deficits  with  China  since  China’s  accession  to  the  World  Trade 
Organization  have  resulted  in  the  loss  of  3.2  million  jobs,  more  than  2 million  of  them  in 
manufacturing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  off-shoring  of  manufacturing  and  service  jobs  deprives  local,  state, 
and  federal  governments  of  sorely  needed  revenues,  jeopardizing  the  livelihoods  of  millions  of

WHEREAS,  The  May  2014  draft  of  the  Intellectual  Property  Chapter  of  the  TPP  has 
raised  concerns  among  digital  civil  liberties  groups  that  it  would  extend  restrictive  intellectual 
property  laws  that  would  limit  Internet  users’  freedom  of  speech,  create  new  threats  for 
journalists  and  whistleblowers,  and  stifle  technological  innovation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  January  201 5 draft  of  the  Investment  Chapter  of  the  TPP  includes 
"Investor-State  Dispute  Settlement”  provisions  that  could  give  multinational  corporations 
excessive  power  to  undermine  national  and  local  authority  to  create  reasonable  rules  and 
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regulations,  including  those  related  to  environmental  safeguards,  future  climate  policy,  food 
safety  standards,  balanced  copyright  rules,  public  health  protections  including  tobacco  control 
measures  and  access  to  affordable  medicines,  and  specific  protections  for  American  jobs;  and 
WHEREAS,  NAFTA  and  all  but  two  of  the  U.S.  trade  deals  have  followed  it  include 
special  legal  rights  for  foreign  investors,  known  as  “investor-to-state  dispute  settlement”  or 
ISDS,  that  allow  foreign — but  not  domestic — firms  to  skip  state  and  federal  courts  to  challenge 
state  laws,  regulations,  and  administrative  and  judicial  decisions  in  private  international 
tribunals;  and 

WHEREAS,  Foreign  investors  have  already  used  NAFTA’s  ISDS  provisions  to 
challenge  local  building  permits,  bans  on  toxic  chemicals,  and  the  decisions  of  state  court, 
and  to  chill  proposed  legislation  on  tobacco  control;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2012,  the  Obama  administration  indicated  they  would  request  renewal 
of  a Trade  Promotion  Authority  bill  (also  known  as  “Fast  Track  authority”)  that  would  give  the 
president  the  authority  to  negotiate  a TPP  agreement  that  Congress  would  only  be  able  to 
approve  or  disapprove  but  not  amend  or  filibuster;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2007,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  323-07  calling 
on  congress  to  “safeguard  domestic  regulatory  authority  and  police  space  by  rejecting  any 
request  for  renewal  of  Fast  Track  Trade  Authority,  and  to  create  a democratic,  inclusive  trade 
negotiating  process  that  includes  meaningful  consultation  with  state  and  local  governments 
and  civil  society  groups;”  and 

WHEREAS,  Traditional  Fast  Track  authority  has  effectively  shut  state  and  local 
governments  out  of  the  process,  limiting  our  ability  to  influence  the  discussions  to  ensure  San 
Francisco  can  participate  in  the  benefits  of  trade;  and 
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WHEREAS,  Traditional  Fast  Track  authority  does  not  provide  citizens  with  adequate 
time  to  read  and  form  opinions  about  the  typically  thousand  page  trade  deals  before  Congress 
is  required  to  vote;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2010,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  297-10  calling 
for  U.S.  trade  leaders  to  exclude  tobacco  products  from  the  TPP;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  November  2013,  151  Democratic  members  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  including  Congresswoman  Jackie  Speier,  wrote  a letter  to  President  Obama

WHEREAS,  Concerns  about  the  lack  of  transparency  about  proposed  elements  of  the

WHEREAS,  The  Senate  Finance  Committee  Chairperson  Orrin  Hatch  announced  that

[Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  - April  24,  2015] 

Resolution  declaring  April  24,  2015,  as  Armenian  Genocide  Centennial  Commemoration 
Day  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  people,  living  in  their  historic  homeland  of  4,000  years, 
were  subjected  to  severe  persecution  by  the  Turkish  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire 
before  and  after  the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century,  including  widespread  massacres,  usurpation 
of  land  and  property,  and  destruction  of  cultural  institutions  and  monuments  during  the  period 
from  1894  to  1896,  again  in  1909;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  horrible  experience  of  the  Armenians  at  the  hands  of  the  Ottoman 
Turkish  government  culminated  in  1915  in  what  is  known  by  historians  as  the  first  systematic 
genocide  of  the  twentieth  century;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ottoman  Turkish  authorities  planned  and  executed  the  unspeakable 
atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  from  1915  through  1923,  resulting  in  the 
deaths  of  1.5  million  Armenian  men,  women  and  children;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  response  to  the  Genocide  and  at  the  behest  of  the  President  Woodrow 
Wilson  and  the  U.S.  State  Department,  the  Near  East  Relief  organization,  the  first 
Congressionally-sanctioned  American  philanthropic  effort  created  exclusively  to  rescue  the 
Armenian  Nation  and  other  Christian  minorities,  was  founded  and  provided  unprecedented 
relief,  delivering  more  than  $117,000,000  of  humanitarian  assistance  between  1915  and  1930, 
and  saving  approximately  one  million  refugees,  including  130,000  orphans  of  the  Genocide;

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the  Genocide,  invoked  the  Armenian  case  as  a definitive  example  of  genocide  in  the  20th 
century;  and 

WHEREAS,  Those  citizens  of  Turkey  who  speak  the  truth  about  the  Armenian 
Genocide  - such  as  assassinated  human  rights  activist  and  journalist  Hrant  Din  - continue  to 
be  silenced  by  violent  means  and/or  imprisonment,  in  part  due  to  Turkish  law  which 
criminalizes  any  expression  which  is  considered  to  be  insulting  to  the  Turkish  identity;  and 

WHEREAS,  By  honoring  the  survivors  and  consistently  remembering  and  condemning 
the  atrocities  committed  against  the  Armenian  people  as  well  as  the  persecution  of  the 
Assyrian  and  Greek  populations  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  we  guard  against  the  repetition  of  the 
crime  of  genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  has  become  home  to  the  largest  and  most  active  population  of 
Armenians  in  the  United  States,  and  those  citizens  have  enriched  our  state  through  leadership 
in  the  fields  of  academia,  medicine,  business,  agriculture,  government,  and  the  arts  and  are 
proud  and  patriotic  practitioners  of  American  citizenship;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  Armenian-Americans  are  predominantly  descendants  of  the 
few  remaining  Armenian  Genocide  victims;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  proud  to  join  the  Armenian-American  Community  in  its 
Commemoration  of  the  centennial  anniversary  of  the  Armenian  Genocide  in  an  effort  to 
educate  others  about  the  tragic  loss  of  life,  land  and  human  rights  of  the  Armenian  people  and 
the  crime  of  genocide  committed  against  them;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  supporting  California  Senate  Bill  716,  authored  by  State  Senator  Lara, 
which  prohibits  the  discipline,  management,  or  training  of  the  elephant  by  specific 
methods,  including  the  use  of  a bullhook,  ankus,  guide,  or  pitchfork  in  California. 

WHEREAS,  The  “bullhook”,  or  “ankus”,  is  a 2-3  foot  long  bludgeoning  device  with  an 
attached  hook  that  is  used  to  beat,  hit,  and  poke  animals,  including  elephants,  in  order  to  train 
them;  and 

WHEREAS,  Elephants  are  known  to  have  sensitive  skin  on  their  bodies,  especially  in 
places  where  they  are  most  likely  to  be  hit  with  a bullhook,  including  on  their  ears,  trunks,  and 
on  their  heads;  and 

WHEREAS,  Other  methods  used  in  the  training  of  elephants  include  abusive  behavior 
such  as  the  deprivation  of  food,  use  of  electricity,  physical  punishment,  insertion  of 
instruments  into  bodily  orifices,  the  use  of  physical  restraints  such  as  chains;  and  lifting  and 
restraining  elephants  with  block  and  tackle;  and 

WHEREAS,  Elephants  may  nurse  their  young  for  up  to  five  years  in  the  wild,  females 
stay  with  their  mothers  for  life,  and  males  stay  with  their  mothers  until  adolescence;  and 
WHEREAS,  These  methods  of  training  often  require  the  removal  of  young,  nursing 
elephants  from  their  mothers  before  two  years  of  age,  which  prevents  elephants  from 
engaging  in  normal,  social,  and  healthy  behaviors;  and 

WHEREAS,  Restraints,  such  as  martingales  and  block  and  tackle  also  limit  their  ability 
to  move  about  freely  or  lie  down  comfortably;  and

Section  2.  Approval  of  Issuance  of  Note.  In  accordance  with  the  Act  and  the  Funding 
Loan  Agreement  (hereinafter  defined),  the  City  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  and  deliver  a 
revenue  note  of  the  City,  such  note  to  be  issued  in  one  or  more  series  and  subseries,  and 
designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Note  (Mission 
Bay  Block  7),  2015  Series  D,"  or  such  other  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate 
to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  of  notes  of  the  City,  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $61,427,368  (the  "Note"),  with  an  interest  rate  not  to  exceed 
twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum  for  the  Note,  and  which  shall  have  a final  maturity  date  not 
later  than  May  1 , 2055.  The  Note  shall  be  in  the  form  set  forth  in  and  otherwise  in  accordance 
with  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature 
of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  and  as  further  provided  in  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement. 

Section  3.  Approval  of  Funding  Loan  Agreement.  The  Funding  Loan 
Agreement  (the  "Funding  Loan  Agreement"),  by  and  between  Citibank,  N.A.,  the  City,  and  a

of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (the  "Director"),  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board, 
a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the 
Director  or  any  Authorized  Governmental  Lender  Representative  of  the  City  (as  such  term  is 
defined  in  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement)  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Funding  Loan 
Agreement  (collectively,  "Authorized  Representatives”  and  each,  an  "Authorized 
Representative”),  approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City  Attorney"),  in 
substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City 
Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 
hereof. 

Section  4.  Approval  of  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive 
Covenants.  The  Regulatory  Agreement  and  Declaration  of  Restrictive  Covenants  (the 
"Regulatory  Agreement"),  between  the  City  and  the  Borrower,  in  the  form  presented  to  the 
Board,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  Each 
Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Regulatory  Agreement, 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney,  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such 
additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may 
approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7 hereof. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  City  Loan  Documents.  The  Borrower  Loan  Agreement  by  and 
between  the  City  and  the  Borrower  (the  "Borrower  Loan  Agreement"),  and  the  Assignment  of 
Leasehold  Multifamily  Deed  of  Trust  and  Loan  Documents  from  the  City  to  the  Bank  (the 
“Assignment”  and  together  with  the  Borrower  Loan  Agreement,  the  “City  Loan  Documents”),  in 
the  forms  presented  to  the  Board,  copies  of  which  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  are 
hereby  approved.  Each  Authorized  Representative  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  City 
Loan  Documents  in  substantially  said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes 
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therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and  Co-Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance 
with  Section  7 hereof. 

Section  6.  Issuer  Fees.  The  City,  acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development,  shall  charge  a fee  for  the  administrative  costs  associated  with 
issuing  the  Note  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.25%  of  the  maximum  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  the  Note.  Such  fee  shall  be  payable  at  closing  and  may  be  contingent  on  the 
delivery  of  the  Note.  The  City  shall  also  charge  an  annual  fee  for  monitoring  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Regulatory  Agreement  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  0.125%  of  the 
outstanding  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Note,  but  no  less  than  $2,500  annually,  for  the 
term  of  the  Regulatory  Agreement.  The  initial  monitoring  fee  shall  be  payable  at  Note  closing. 
The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  to 
charge  and  collect  the  fees  described  in  this  section. 

Section  7.  Modifications,  Changes,  Additions.  Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Funding  Loan  Agreement,  the  Regulatory  Agreement  or  the  City  Loan 
Documents  (collectively,  the  "City  Agreements"),  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and 
Co-Bond  Counsel,  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such  modifications,  changes  or 
additions  to  the  City  Agreements  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable,  provided  that  such 
modification  does  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Note  in  excess  of 
$61 ,427,368,  provide  for  a final  maturity  on  the  Note  later  than  May  1 , 2055,  or  provide  for  the 
Note  to  bear  interest  at  a rate  in  excess  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  approval  of 
any  modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be 
evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Note,  as  consistent  with  the  documents 
herein  and  this  Resolution,  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 
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Section  9.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized 
directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  take 


any  and  all  actions  and  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all  certificates,  agreements  and  other 
documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  subordinations,  tax  documents  and  those  documents 
Jescribed  in  the  City  Agreements,  which  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  deem  necessary  or 
advisable  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful  issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Note  and  to 
affectuate  the  purposes  thereof  and  of  the  documents  herein  approved  in  accordance  with  this 
Resolution  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney.  Any  such  actions  are  solely  intended  to 
urther  the  purposes  of  the  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in  all  respects  to  the  terms  of  the 
Resolution,  and  any  such  action  cannot  increase  the  risk  to  the  City,  or  require  the  City  to

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA’s  $20,000,000  TIGER  VII  grant  application  request  will 
support  the  22  Fillmore  Transit  Priority  Project  which  will  lead  the  transformation  of  16th  Street 
between  Church  Street  and  Third  Street  through  implementation  of  transit  network 
enhancements  that  will  connect  and  transform  the  communities  along  the  corridor  by 
improving  transit  reliability,  travel  time,  safety,  and  accessibility  for  all  users  of  the  corridor 
regardless  of  mode  of  travel;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco’s  16th  Street  is  the  major  east-west  transportation  corridor

Harrison  Street,  consisting  of  approximately  13,000  square  feet  for  use  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Health;  continuing  the  original  lease  at  $25,350  monthly  through 
June  30,  2017,  for  $304,200  rent  in  the  initial  year,  plus  an  additional  five-year  period  at 
$42,488  monthly  through  June  30,  2022,  with  two  2%  annual  increases,  and  three  five- 
year  options  to  extend. 


WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  has  operated  a mental  health 
clinic  (the  South  of  Market  Mental  Health  Services  - Integrated  Service  Clinic  or  SOMMHS  - 
ISC)  at  760  Harrison  Street  for  people  who  are  struggling  with  complex  mental,  medical  and 
behavioral  health  conditions  since  1997;  and 

WHEREAS,  DPH  SOMMHS  - ISC  provides  on-site  support  services  from  760  Harrison 
Street  to  approximately  1200  people  annually  often  with  multiple  client  visits  per  month;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  majority  of  clients  reside  in  the  South  of  Market,  Tenderloin  and 
Western  Addition  neighborhoods;  many  of  the  clients  are  homeless;  and 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  half  of  the  clients  served  have  a psychotic  disorder  and 
struggle  with  substance  use  disorders;  and 

WHEREAS,  DPH  - SOMMHS  ISC  provides  its  clients  with  case  management  and 
linkage  to  other  City  services,  crisis  evaluation  and  management,  medication  and  individual 
psychotherapy  services,  and  group  offerings  including  Seeking  Safety,  Anger  Management, 
and  Wellness  and  Recovery  Management;  and 
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WHEREAS,  DPH  considers  760  Harrison  Street  to  be  a vital  site  in  delivery  services  to 
the  community  that  resides  in  this  section  of  San  Francisco;  and 

WHEREAS,  Best  practices  and  the  Affordable  Care  Act  (ACA)  integrates  primary  care 
into  the  current  services  for  the  provision  of  combined  medical  and  mental  health  care;  and 
WHEREAS,  In  order  to  meet  these  best  practices,  ACA-compliant  medical  examination 
rooms  need  to  installed  at  760  Harrison  Street;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  Lease  expires  on  June  30,  2017,  and  contains  no  further 
options  to  extend  the  Lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Robert  J.  Cort  Marital  Trust  (Landlord)  is  the  successor  in  interest  to 
The  Cort  Family  Trust;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Real  Estate  Division  and  the  Landlord  have  negotiated  a new  lease 
agreement  which  maintains  the  current  terms  of  the  lease  including  the  current  Base  Rent  of 
$25,350  per  month  (approximately  $23.40  per  square  foot  annually)  through  the  original  lease 
expiration  of  June  30,  2017  and  adds  an  additional  five  year  extension  period  (July  1 , 2017 
through  June  30,  2022)  at  $42,488.00  per  month  (approximately  $39.22  per  square  foot 
annually)  beginning  July  1 , 2017,  with  two  (2%)  annual  increases  thereafter  through  June  30, 
2022;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  new  Lease  also  provides  City  with  three  (3)  options  of  five

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Lease  shall  continue  to  indemnify  and  hold  harmless 
the  Landlord  from,  and  agreeing  to  defend  the  Landlord  against,  any  and  all  claims,  costs  and 
expenses,  including  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorney’s  fees,  incurred  as  a result  of  City’s 
use  of  the  premises,  any  default  by  the  City  in  the  performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under 
the  Master  Lease,  or  any  acts  or  omissions  of  City,  its  agents  or  its  subtenants  in,  on  or  about 
the  premises  or  the  property  on  which  the  premises  are  located;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  Property  shall  be  authorized  to  enter  into 
any  additions,  amendments  or  other  modifications  to  the  Lease  (including,  without  limitations, 
the  exhibits)  that  the  Director  of  Property  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  the  City  Attorney,  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  do  not  materially 
increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of  the  City,  and  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  complete 
the  transaction  and  effectuate  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  resolution;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  Said  Lease  shall  be  subject  to  certification  as  to  funds  by  the 
Controller,  pursuant  to  Charter,  Section  3.105;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  the  agreements  being  fully 
executed  by  all  parties,  the  Director  of  Real  Estate  shall  provide  the  agreements  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  for  inclusion  into  the  official  file.

Resolution  exempting  from  the  competitive  bidding  policy  set  forth  in  Administrative 
Code,  Section  2.6-1,  the  potential  real  estate  transaction  involving  Port  property  at 
Seawall  Lots  324  and  323  on  the  west  side  of  The  Embarcadero  at  Vallejo  Street  with 
Teatro  ZinZanni,  and  financial  partner  Kenwood  Investments  No.  6,  LLC,  operating 
together  as  TZK  Broadway,  LLC  (TZK),  for  development  of  a dinner-theater  and 
maximum  200-room,  40-foot  boutique  hotel  and  an  approximately  7,500  square  foot 
privately  financed  public  park  and  ancillary  uses;  urging  the  Port,  Teatro  ZinZanni,  and 
TZK  to  engage  in  outreach  to  affected  and  interested  neighbors,  community  members 
and  other  stakeholders  to  ensure  that  the  proposed  project  is  designed  with  public 
input;  and  urging  the  Port  Director,  with  the  assistance  of  Port  staff,  the  City  Attorney’s 
Office  and  other  City  officials  to  take  all  actions  needed  to  negotiate  an  exclusive 
negotiating  agreement  and  a term  sheet  with  Teatro  ZinZanni  and  TZK  on  a sole  source 
basis,  consistent  with  this  Resolution. 


WHEREAS,  Teatro  ZinZanni  (“Teatro"),  a former  Port  Commission  of  San  Francisco 
(“Port”),  tenant  at  Pier  27,  is  a unique  hybrid  of  comedy,  theater,  cabaret,  music,  and  dining 
that  is  part  circus  and  part  cabaret  combining  improv  comedy,  vaudeville  revue,  music,  dance, 
cirque,  and  sensuality  into  an  evolving  form  that  is  never  quite  the  same  from  evening  to 
evening;  and 

WHEREAS,  Teatro  is  a one-of-a-kind  production,  inspired  in  1998  by  the  great 
cabarets  of  Europe  and  now  famous  for  its  Spiegel-tent,  displaying  comedy  and  acrobatics; 
and 
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WHEREAS,  Teatro  has  produced  over  50  productions  consisting  of  more  than  6,000 
performances  in  Seattle,  San  Francisco,  and  Costa  Mesa,  in  which  it  engages,  transforms, 
educates  and  delights  audiences;  and 

WHEREAS,  Teatro  first  came  to  San  Francisco  in  2000,  and  for  eleven  years  operated 
as  a successful  cultural  event  combining  dinner  and  theater  at  Pier  27  and  during  such  period 
Teatro  welcomed  145  performing  artists  and  800,000  customers,  frequently  partnering  with 
many  local  charities;  and 

WHEREAS,  Teatro  was  a tenant  in  good  standing  as  defined  by  the  Port’s  current 
leasing  policies  throughout  its  tenure  as  a Port  tenant;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2011,  the  Port  asked  Teatro  to  terminate  its  lease  for  Pier  27  and 
vacate  its  location  at  Pier  27  to  accommodate  the  hosting  of  the  34th  America’s  Cup  and  the 
construction  of  the  new  James  R.  Herman  Cruise  Terminal;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”),  acting  by  and  through 
the  Port,  owns  approximately  1.4  acres  at  Seawall  Lots  324  and  323  and  portions  of  the 
Vallejo  and  Davis  Street  rights-of-way  on  the  west  side  of  The  Embarcadero  at  Vallejo  Street 
(“Site”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  City’s  music  and  culture  sustainability  policy,  as  articulated  in 
Chapter  90A  of  the  Administrative  Code,  the  City  “is  committed  to  supporting  and  encouraging 
the  use  of  City  and  County  property,  including  Port  property,  for  indoor  and  outdoor  music  and 
other  cultural  events”  and  is  committed  to  preserving  and  enhancing  San  Francisco’s  music

August  12,  201 1 , which  provides  that  in  exchange  for  terminating  its  lease  at  Pier  27,  Teatro 
will  be  given  the  exclusive  right  to  negotiate  in  good  faith  with  the  Port  for  a new  lease  to

WHEREAS,  Teatro,  following  execution  of  the  Mutual  Termination  Agreement,  spent

Architectural  Review  Subcommittee,  and  the  Port  and  City  staff;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  results  of  Teatro’s  investigations  and  community  meetings  resulted  in 
accord  among  the  groups  that  Teatro’s  unique  and  highly  successful  dinner-theater 
performance  is  an  unmatched  addition  to  the  neighborhood,  City  and  region  and  in  returning 
to  San  Francisco,  Teatro  should  devise  a project  which  is  a long-term  addition,  includes 
improved  public  access  as  a gateway  between  the  neighborhood  and  the  waterfront, 
incorporates  Teatro’s  unique  Speigel-tent  in  a manner  that  better  suits  the  location  and  the 
neighborhood,  is  consistent  with  the  character,  zoning  and  massing  of  the  historic  warehouse 
district  and  is  true  to  San  Francisco’s  unique  cultural  history;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  total  cost  of  the  design,  permitting,  and  construction  necessary  to

development  and  financing  for  a new  project  at  Seawall  Lots  324  and  323;  and 

WHEREAS,  Teatro,  operating  together  with  TZK  Broadway,  LLC  (“TZK”),  a California 
limited  liability  company  comprised  of  Teatro  and  Kenwood  Investments  No.  6,  LLC,  wishes  to 
build  a new  privately  financed,  state-of-the-art  theater  as  a long-term  home  for  Teatro’s

Northeastern  Historic  Waterfront  District;  and 

WHEREAS,  Teatro  and  TZK  are  committed  to  designing  the  Project  to  address 
neighborhood  concerns  and  fulfill  the  Port’s  design,  public  trust,  economic  vitality,  historic 
preservation,  Transit  First,  local  hiring,  labor  relations  and  sustainability  goals  and  policies  and 
to  enhance  public  access  to  the  waterfront;  and 

WHEREAS,  Any  ground  lease  or  other  City  contract  relating  to  development  of  the

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Project  presents  an  important  opportunity  to  provide  special

Housing  Trust  Fund  Program  (LHTFP),  as  authorized  under  Chapter  892,  Statutes  of 
2006  (AB  2638;  Health  and  Safety  Code,  Section  50843.5)  and  amended  by  Chapter 
769,  Statutes  of  2013  (AB  532);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  authorizing  statutes,  HCD  is  empowered  to  provide 
grant  funds  to  eligible  city,  county,  and  nonprofit  applicants  for  the  purpose  of 
supporting  new  and  repurposed  Local  Housing  Trust  Funds  dedicated  to  the  creation 
or  preservation  of  affordable  housing;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  6,  2012,  the  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  approved  by  ballot  an  amendment  to  the  San  Francisco  Charter  by  adding 
Section  16.1 10  in  order  to  create  the  San  Francisco  Housing  Trust  Fund  for  the

4)  that  the  local  housing  trust  fund  continue  operating  for  at  least  five  years  after  HCD 
awards  LHTFP  funds;  and  5)  that  so  long  as  LHTFP  funds  are  properly  expended  in 
accordance  with  HCD’s  regulations,  the  applicant  may  re-use  any  LHTFP  funds  which 
its  awardees  repay;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  15,  2014,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution 
No.  119-14  authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
(MOHCD)  to  apply  for  the  LHTFP  funds,  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
applied  for  the  funds  on  May  20,  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  HCD  issued  an  award  letter  dated  October  28,  2014,  granting 
LHTFP  matching  funds  in  the  amount  of  $2,000,000  ("Award”)  to  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  in  order  to  enhance  and  further  the  goals  and  purpose  of  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Trust  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  creating,  acquiring,  and/or 
rehabilitating  affordable  housing  in  San  Francisco  and  promoting  affordable 
homeownership  programs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  grant  does  not  require  an  Annual  Salary  Ordinance 
amendent;  and 

WHEREAS,  MOHCD  proposes  to  maximize  use  of  available  grant  funds  on 
project  expenditures  by  not  including  indirect  costs  in  the  grant  budget, now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  Olson  Lee,  the  Director 
of  MOHCD,  or  his  designee,  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  to  accept  and 
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expend  the  Award  for  matching  funds  of  $2,000,000  for  the  purpose  of  the  creation, 
acquisition,  and/or  rehabilitation  of  affordable  housing  in  San  Francisco  and/or  the  promotion 
of  homeownership  programs,  and  is  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  HCD  Local  Housing 
Trust  Fund  Program  documents  and  any  amendments  thereto,  consistent  with  the  documents 
cited  herein  and  this  Resolution;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  hereby  agrees  to  use  the  LHTFP  funds  for 
eligible  activities  in  the  manner  presented  in  the  application  as  approved  by  HCD  and  in 
accordance  with  program  guidelines;  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  execute  any  and  all  other 
instruments  necessary  or  required  by  HCD  for  participation  in  the  LHTFP.  Any  such  actions 
are  solely  intended  to  further  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in  all  respects  to 
the  terms  of  this  Resolution,  and  any  such  action  cannot  increase  the  risk  to  the  City,  or 
require  the  City  to  spend  any  resources,  and  such  official  shall  consult  with  the  City  Attorney 
prior  to  execution  and  provide  that  within  30  days  of  the  documents  approved  by  this 
Resolution  being  executed  by  all  parties,  such  final  documents  (showing  marked  changes,  if 
any)  shall  be  provided  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  for  inclusion  in  the  official  file,  together  with  a 
brief  explanation  of  any  changes  from  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  Resolution.

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (City)  owns,  and  the  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  (Department)  maintains,  real  property  located  in  Glen  Canyon  Park, 
known  as  the  Silver  Tree  Building;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Silver  Tree  Building  is  accessed  by  an  approximately  one-third  mile 
walk  through  Glen  Canyon  from  the  park  entrance  at  the  end  of  Bosworth  Street;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Glenridge  Nursery  School  (the  “Nursery  School”),  a parent- 
participation,  cooperative  nursery  school,  was  founded  in  1970  and  has  been  located  in  the 
Silver  Tree  Building  for  44  years;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Nursery  School  is  dedicated  to  providing  children  with  a unique  child- 
centered  learning  program  in  one  of  the  few  natural  environments  left  in  San  Francisco;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Department’s  Silver  Tree  Day  Camp  ( the  “Day  Camp”)  has  operated 
in  Glen  Canyon  Park  for  75  years  and  in  the  Silver  Tree  Building  since  1961;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Nursery  School  and  the  Day  Camp  have  shared  the  Silver  Tree 
Building  since  1970,  with  the  Nursery  School  occupying  the  building  during  the  school  year 
and  the  Department’s  Day  Camp  occupying  the  building  during  the  summer,  requiring  flexible 
scheduling  by  the  Nursery  School  to  accommodate  the  Department’s  schedule;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Nursery  School  and  the  parent  members  have  been  careful 
caretakers  of  the  building  over  the  years  of  the  school’s  occupancy,  performing  weekday 
clean  up  of  the  area  surrounding  the  building,  graffiti  removal,  reporting  of  problems  to  the 
Department,  communication  and  coordination  with  the  Silver  Tree  program  director;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Nursery  School  and  parent  members  have  also  contributed  multiple 
improvements  and  upgrades  to  the  building,  including  but  not  limited  to  upgrading  of  the 
kitchen  and  restroom,  interior  and  exterior  painting  of  the  building,  repair  of  the  second  floor 
deck  and  staircase  railings;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  average  the  Nursery  School  performs  200  volunteer  hours  annually  on 
the  care  and  upkeep  of  the  Silver  Tree  building;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  existing  Nursery  School  lease  of  the  Silver  Tree  Building  is  scheduled 
to  expire  June  5,  2015;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Nursery  School  desires  to  continue  operations  in  the  Silver  Tree 
Building  to  continue  to  provide  children  with  a learning  program  in  the  unique  Glen  Canyon 
natural  environment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  roof  of  the  Silver  Tree  Building  is  in  poor  condition  and  requires 
replacement,  with  an  estimated  replacement  cost  of  $40,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Nursery  School  has  conducted  a capital  campaign  and  raised 
$50,000  for  the  replacement  of  the  Silver  Tree  Building  roof;  and 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  the  unique  relationship  between  the  Nursery  School  and  the  Silver 
Tree  Day  Camp,  the  required  flexibility  in  the  Nursery  School’s  schedule,  the  required  capital

Railway  routes,  and  as  part  of  Resolution  No.  14-041,  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  adopted 
findings  under  CEQA,  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  Chapter  31  of  the  Administrative  Code 
(“CEQA  Findings”),  including  a statement  of  overriding  considerations  and  a Mitigation 
Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (“MMRP”),  which  Resolution,  CEQA  Findings,  and  MMRP 
are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 50466  and  are  incorporated 
in  this  Resolution  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  approved,  on  November  18,  2014,  in 
Resolution  14-066,  the  7-Haight  Noriega  (formerly  71 -Haight)  Travel  Time  Reduction  Proposal 
(TTRP.71);  and  approved,  on  October  7,  2014,  in  Resolution  14-148,  the  9-San  Bruno  Rapid 
Travel  Time  Reduction  Proposal  (TTRP.9);  and  approved,  on  September  2,  2014,  in 
Resolution  14-137,  the  10  Townsend  Contraflow  Lane  Extension  (SCI.2);  copies  of  which  are 
on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 50466  and  incorporated  by  this 
reference  in  this  Resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  Funding  for  the  Better  Market  Street  Project  and  the  Pedestrian  Safety 
Improvements  will  be  used  for  further  planning,  design  and  related  outreach,  and  SFMTA  and 
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the  Department  of  Public  Works  retain  the  absolute  discretion  to  (1)  modify  the  projects  to 
mitigate  significant  adverse  environmental  impacts;  (2)  select  feasible  alternatives  which  avoid 
significant  adverse  impacts  of  the  projects;  (3)  require  the  implementation  of  specific 
measures  to  mitigate  the  significant  adverse  environmental  impacts  of  the  projects;  (4)  reject 
the  projects  if  the  economic  and  social  benefits  of  the  projects  do  not  outweigh  otherwise 
unavoidable  significant  adverse  environmental  impacts;  or  (5)  approve  the  projects  after  the 
completion  of  any  required  environmental  review  under  CEQA  upon  a finding  that  the 
economic  and  social  benefits  of  the  project  outweigh  otherwise  unavoidable  significant 
adverse  impacts;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  29,  2009,  the  Peninsula  Joint  Powers  Board,  as  lead  agency 
under  CEQA,  found  that  Caltrain  upgrades  for  the  Communications  Based  Overlay  Signal 
System  (“CBOSS”)  Positive  Train  Control  system  was  exempt  from  CEQA  under  Public 
Resources  Code  section  21080(b)(10)  and  CEQA  Guidelines  section  15301(f)  and  issued  a 
Notice  of  Exemption  (“NOE”),  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  1 50466  and  is  incorporated  in  this  Resolution  by  this  reference;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  conduct 
an  annual  review  of  bond  spending  and  shall  provide  an  annual  report  on  the  management  of 
the  program  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Board,  and,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tenth  of  one 
percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  a fund 
established  by  the  City  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  at  the  direction  of 
the  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such 
Committee  and  its  review  process;  and 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows: 
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Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  in  this  Resolution  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  All  conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to 
exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds 
and  the  adoption  of  this  Resolution  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due 
time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized 
pursuant  to  the  Bond  Election  and  the  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the 
manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  the  Board  and  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  contained  in  File  No.  150466. 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  201 5B  Bonds:  Determination  of  Certain 
Terms:  Designation,  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed 
$67,540,000  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  to  be  designated  as  “City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Transportation  and  Road  Improvement  Bonds, 
2014),  Series  201 5B”  (or  such  other  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate),  for  the 
purposes  set  forth  in  the  Bond  Ordinance  and  in  2014  Proposition  A approved  by  the  voters  at 
the  Bond  Election. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  “Director  of  Public 
Finance”)  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine,  for  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  the  sale  date,  the 
interest  rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates,  if 
any,  and  the  terms  of  any  optional  or  mandatory  redemption  thereof,  subject  to  the  other 
specific  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  including  the  following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the 
Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  not  have  a true  interest  cost  in  excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is 
defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  defined  in  Section  13(a)  hereof);  and  (ii)  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  shall  not  have  a final  maturity  date  after  June  15,  2041.  The  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series 
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designation,  or  to  modify  such  series  designation,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to 
distinguish  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  from  every  other  series  of  Bonds  and  from  other  bonds 
issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution.  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

Each  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in 
denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby 
directed  to  cause  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to 
or  for  the  account  of  the  purchaser  thereof  and  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee 
(the  “Controller”)  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  in  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be 
completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  the  Bond  Award  (as  defined  in 
Section  13(c)  hereof),  to  procure  their  execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by 
facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient,  excluding  any  facsimile  signature  for  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board,  which  shall  be  required  to  be  signed  manually)  and  authentication  as  provided  in 
this  Section,  and  to  deliver  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  when  so  executed  and  authenticated  to 
said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  registration  and  authentication,  to  be 
manually  executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the  “City  Treasurer”),  and 
the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  in 
this  Resolution),  with  such  necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as 
permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  Series  201 5B  Bonds  bearing  a certificate  of  registration  and  authentication 
executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the 
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benefits  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  executed  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
Series  201 5B  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  under,  and 
are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of,  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution. 

The  Controller  shall  assign  a distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to  each 
Series  201 5B  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  maintain  a 
record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  separate  and  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  Series  201 5B 
Bonds,  which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such 
purpose,  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may 
prescribe,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books  Series 
201 5B  Bonds,  as  provided  in  this  Resolution.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the 
registered  owners  of  each  Series  2015B  Bond  in  such  registration  book  (the  “Registered 
Owners”)  as  the  absolute  owners  thereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  201 5B  Bonds.  Any  Series  201 5B  Bond 
may,  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  registration  books  required  to  be 
kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  6 hereof,  by  the  Registered  Owner,  in  person  or  by 
the  duly  authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  201 5B 
Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a duly  executed  written  instrument  of 
transfer  in  a form  approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 
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Any  Series  201 5B  Bond  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  201 5B  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5 hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a new  Series  201 5B  Bond  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity 
in  a like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any 
Registered  Owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge 
required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  Section  8 hereof)  next 
preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a notice  of 
redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions. 

(a)  Date  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds.  The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  dated  the 
date  of  their  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  “Dated  Date”),  as  specified  in  the  Bond  Award. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds.  The  principal  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds 
shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  the  Registered  Owner 
thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to 
the  Registered  Owner  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City 
Treasurer  as  the  Registered  Owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  “Record  Date’’),  whether  or  not 
such  day  is  a Business  Day  (as  defined  below). 
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Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  201 5B  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  its  Registered  Owner  at  such 
Owner’s  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided, 
however,  if  any  interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York 
are  closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such 
payment  shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New 
York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a 
“Business  Day”);  and  provided,  further,  that  the  Registered  Owner  of  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  of  at  least  $1,000,000  of  Series  201 5B  Bonds  may  submit  a written  request  to  the  City 
Treasurer  on  or  before  a Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of 
interest  on  the  next  succeeding  interest  payment  date  and  thereafter  by  wire  transfer  to  a 
commercial  bank  located  within  the  United  States  of  America. 

For  so  long  as  any  Series  201 5B  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a securities 
depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1 hereof,  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  shall  be  made  to  the  Registered  Owner  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  designated  by 
such  securities  depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

(c)  Interest  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds.  The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  bear 
interest  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  a 360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  December  15,  2015 
(or  such  other  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  applicable  Bond  Award),  and  semiannually 
thereafter  on  June  15  and  December  15  of  each  year.  Each  Series  201 5B  Bond  shall  bear 
interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next  preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof 
unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a day  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding 
any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear 
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interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first 
Record  Date,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however, 
that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  201 5B  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the 
Series  201 5B  Bonds,  such  Series  201 5B  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment 
date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made. 

(d)  Optional  Redemption.  The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

(e)  Mandatory  Redemption.  The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  in  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the 
principal  amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a mandatory  sinking  fund 
payment,  as  and  to  the  extent  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  201 5B 
Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  or  the  Bond  Award. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount  (as  defined  in  Section  9 
hereof),  pursuant  to  Section  9 hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  the 
Series  201 5B  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  for 
mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 5B  Bond 
Subaccount  to  purchase  Series  201 5B  Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption,  at  public  or  private 
sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including 
sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may 
determine. 

(f)  Selection  of  Series  201 5B  Bonds  for  Redemption.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the 
outstanding  Series  201 5B  Bonds  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will 
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select  the  maturities  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the 
City  Treasurer.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  201 5B  Bonds  maturing  on 
any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the 
Series  201 5B  Bonds  or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple 
thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the  outstanding  Series  201 5B  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not 
previously  selected  for  redemption,  by  lot  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair. 
If  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  optionally  redeemed  are  also  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  designate  the  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  or 
payments  (or  portions  thereof)  against  which  the  principal  amount  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds 
optionally  redeemed  shall  be  credited. 

(g)  Notice  of  Redemption.  The  date  on  which  Series  201 5B  Bonds  that  are  called 
for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  herein  called  the  “Redemption  Date.” 
The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series 
2015B  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  Registered  Owner  thereof  at  the  addresses 
appearing  on  the  registration  books  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  days  nor  more  than  sixty  (60) 
days  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (i)  state  the  Redemption 
Date;  (ii)  state  the  redemption  price;  (iii)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to 
be  redeemed  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive 
numbers  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  any 
Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal 
amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (iv)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  201 5B 
Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (v)  require  that  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the 
Registered  Owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (vi)  give  notice 
that  interest  on  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  or  portions  of  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be 
redeemed  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated  Redemption  Date.  Notice  of  optional 
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redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or  other  events  specified  in  the  notice  of 
redemption  as  provided  in  Section  8(j)  hereof. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  Registered  Owner  of  any  Series  201 5B  Bond  of  notice  of 
such  redemption  shall  not  be  a condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such 
Series  201 5B  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission,  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  or  (iv)  to  the  extent  acceptable  to  the  intended 
recipient,  email  or  similar  electronic  means,  to  (A)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (B)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  19  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  Registered  Owner  of  any 
Series  201 5B  Bond  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

(h)  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account.  At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  determines 
to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her 
agent  shall  establish  a redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as  the  “General 
Obligation  Bonds  (Transportation  and  Road  Improvement  Bonds,  2014),  Series  201 5B 
Redemption  Account”  (the  “Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account”),  and  prior  to  or  on  the 
Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account  moneys 
available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem,  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series 
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201 5B  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  8(j) 
hereof.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account  solely  for 
the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the 
redemption  price  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and 
surrender  of  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date 
may  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount  as  provided  in  Section  9 hereof  or  from 
the  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  201 5B 
Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City’s  policies 
and  guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the 
Series  201 5B  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are 
moneys  remaining  in  the  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by 
applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding 
bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding 
bonds. 

(i)  Effect  of  Redemption.  When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given, 
substantially  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Series  201 5B 
Redemption  Account,  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due 
and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date  therefor,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said 
Series  201 5B  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  201 5B 
Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  the  Series  201 5B 
Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  called  for 
redemption  after  the  Redemption  Date  and  the  Registered  Owners  of  such  Series  201 5B 
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Bonds  shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  only  to  the  Series  201 5B 
Redemption  Account.  All  Series  2015B  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the 
City  Treasurer  and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

(j)  Conditional  Notice  of  Optional  Redemption;  Rescission  of  Redemption.  Any 
notice  of  optional  redemption  given  as  provided  in  Section  8(g)  hereof  may  provide  that  such 
redemption  is  conditioned  upon;  (i)  deposit  in  the  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account  of 
sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the 
anticipated  Redemption  Date,  or  (ii)  the  occurrence  any  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of 
redemption.  If  conditional  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as 
provided  herein,  and  on  the  scheduled  Redemption  Date  (A)  sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the 
Series  2015B  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  Redemption  Date  have  not  been 
deposited  in  the  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account,  or  (B)  any  other  event  specified  in  the 
notice  of  redemption  as  a condition  to  the  redemption  has  not  occurred,  then  (y)  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  for  which  conditional  notice  of  redemption  was  given  shall  not  be  redeemed  on 
the  anticipated  Redemption  Date  and  shall  remain  Outstanding  for  all  purposes  of  this 
Resolution,  and  (z)  the  redemption  not  occurring  shall  not  constitute  an  event  of  default  under 
this  Resolution  or  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given  to 
the  Registered  Owners  of  all  Series  201 5B  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  such 
rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was 
originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  Registered  Owner  of  any  Series  201 5B  Bond  of 
notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to 
receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
rescission. 
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Section  9.  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Transportation  and  Road 
Improvement  Bonds,  2014)  Bond  Account  (the  “Bond  Account”)  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds  (Transportation  and 
Road  Improvement  Bonds,  2014),  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount”  (the  “Series  201 5B  Bond 
Subaccount”),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  Any  bid 
premium  received  upon  the  delivery  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the 
Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series 
201 5B  Bond  Subaccount  shall  be  retained  in  the  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  201 5B  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  201 5B  Bond 
Subaccount,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount,  is  sufficient  to  pay 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201 5B  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8 of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  on  such  date.  The 
City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  and 
any  redemption  premium  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit 
the  optional  redemption  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 
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Amounts  in  the  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  (i)  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount  with  other 
City  moneys,  or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2015B  Bond  Subaccount  into  a 
separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the 
moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount  shall  be  accounted  for  separately 
notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  201 5B  Project  Subaccount.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Transportation  and 
Road  Improvement  Bonds,  2014)  Project  Account  (the  “Project  Account”)  created  pursuant  to 
the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be  designated  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds  (Transportation 
and  Road  Improvement  Bonds,  2014),  Series  2015B  Project  Subaccount”  (the  "Series  201 5B 
Project  Subaccount”),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All 
interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 5B  Project  Subaccount  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Series  201 5B  Project  Subaccount.  Amounts  in  the  Series  201 5B  Project 
Subaccount  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  reconstruction  of  the  Project  or  portions  thereof. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201 5B  Project  Subaccount  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  (i)  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 5B  Project  Subaccount  with  other 
City  moneys,  or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 5B  Project  Subaccount  into  a 
separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the 
moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 5B  Project  Subaccount  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder 
shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit 
by  the  City  Treasurer.

The  City  Treasurer  also  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 5B  Project  Subaccount,  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds.  Costs  of 
issuance  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial 
printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel  and  co-bond 
counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of 
the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 . Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem  desirable 
and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Sections  6,  7 and  8 hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership 
of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository. 
The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a beneficial 
ownership  interest  in  any  Series  201 5B  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  depository  with 
respect  to  (a)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
participant  therein;  (b)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  Registered 
Owners  of  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (c)  the  selection  by  such 
securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event 
of  a partial  redemption  of  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds;  (d)  the  payment  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption 
premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds;  (e)  any  consent 
given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the  Registered  Owner  of  such 
Series  201 5B  Bonds;  or  (f)  any  other  matter. 
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The  Depository  Trust  Company  (“DTC”)  is  hereby  appointed  as  securities  depository 
for  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds.  The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  only  in  book- 
entry  form.  Upon  initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  201 5B  Bond  shall  be 
registered  in  the  bond  registration  books  in  the  name  of  Cede  & Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So 
long  as  each  Series  201 5B  Bond  is  registered  in  book-entry  form,  each  Series  201 5B  Bond 
shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of  Cede  & Co.  or  in  the  name  of  such  successor  nominee  as 
may  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by  DTC  or  any  successor  as  depository. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents,  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable 
law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent, 
fiscal  agent,  rebate  calculation  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds, 
or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other 
duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  If  the  City  Treasurer  appoints  one  or  more 
paying  agents,  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Sections  6 and  8 hereof  relating  to  registration  of 
ownership  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  Registered 
Owner  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and 
procedures  of  such  paying  agent.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents 
appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  201 5B 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  the  respective  stated  maturities  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds 
by  irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series  201 5B 
Bonds  or  a portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case 
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of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  that  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds’ 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have 
been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8 hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall 
have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  Redemption  Date,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  such 
Redemption  Date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  defined  below)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as  provided 
below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment, 
as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such 
principal  and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  that 
are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in 
Section  8 hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the 
City;  then,  all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall 
cease  and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the 
funds  deposited  pursuant  to  paragraph  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  such 
Series  201 5B  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have 
received  an  opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of 
such  Series  201 5B  Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “Defeasance  Securities”  shall  mean  any  of  the 
following  that  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the 
moneys  proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  defined  below);  and

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and 
the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  or  United  States  Obligations; 

(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund  or  the  Series  201 5B  Redemption  Account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal 
obligations  are  held  by  a trustee  or  escrow  agent;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not 
available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and 
(f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  (without  regard  to  any  numerical  modifier,  plus  or  minus 
sign  or  other  modifier),  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  by  two  of  the  Rating 
Agencies  (as  defined  herein)  not  lower  than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  the  respective 
Rating  Agency  on  United  States  Obligations. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “United  States  Obligations”  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  that 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form 
or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  that 
is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  by  two 
of  the  Rating  Agencies,  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any 
substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  no  lower  than  the  rating  then 
maintained  by  the  respective  Rating  Agency  on  United  States  Obligations  described  in  (i) 
above. 
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For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  “Rating  Agencies”  shall  mean  Moody’s  Investors 
Service,  Inc.,  Fitch  Ratings,  and  Standard  and  Poor’s  Rating  Services,  or  any  other  nationally 
recognized  bond  rating  agency  that  is  the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or 
that  is  otherwise  established  after  the  date  hereof. 

Section  13  Official  Notice  of  Sale:  Receipt  of  Bids:  Bond  Award. 

(a)  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids 
for  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  (the  “Official  Notice  of  Sale”)  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby 
approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds, 
with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section 
20  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be 
mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  copies  of 
the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be 
acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

(b)  Receipt  of  Bids.  Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  pursuant  to  Section  4 hereof  and  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale. 

(c)  Bond  Award.  As  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  the  City  may  reject  any 
and  all  bids  received  for  any  reason.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  to  the  responsible  bidder  whose  bid  (i)  is  timely  received  and  conforms  to  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale,  except  to  the  extent  informalities  and  irregularities  are  waived  by  the 
City  as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  and  (ii)  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost 
to  the  City  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The 
award,  if  made,  shall  be  set  forth  in  a certificate  signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the 
terms  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  and  the  original  purchasers  thereof  (the  “Bond  Award”). 

The  Controller  shall  provide  a copy  of  the  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of 
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the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to 
provide  such  copies  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  (the  “Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds”) 
submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the 
Series  201 5B  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond 
Buyer  or  another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Sale  of  Series  201 5B  Bonds:  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  The  Board 
hereby  authorizes  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  by  solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for 
the  purchase  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  Section  4 hereof. 

Section  1 6.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Sale.  The  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  as  follows:  (a)  accrued  interest,  if  any, 
shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount,  (b)  original  issue  premium,  if  any, 
shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  201 5B  Bond  Subaccount,  and  (c)  remaining  proceeds  of 
sale  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  201 5B  Project  Subaccount. 

Section  1 7.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  (the  “Preliminary  Official  Statement”)  submitted  to  the 
Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  201 5B  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to 
be  necessary  or  desirable  to  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  hereof.  The  Controller  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final 
for  purposes  of  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
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Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  “Rule”),  and  to  sign  a certificate  to  that 
effect.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be 
printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  201 5B 
Bonds  copies  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Preliminary 
Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed,  supplemented,  corrected  or 
revised.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  approve,  execute,  and  deliver  the  final 
Official  Statement  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  which  final  Official  Statement  shall 
be  in  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and 
revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with 
Section  20  hereof  and  as  are  permitted  under  the  Rule.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed 
copies  of  the  final  Official  Statement  to  all  actual  initial  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

Section  1 8.  Tax  Covenants. 

(a)  General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  owners  and  holders  of  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it  shall  not  take 
any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would 
adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  under 
Section  103  of  the  Code,  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be 
amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor  provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a particular 
section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section. 
The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 5B 
Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 5B 
Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person  other  than  a governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is 
used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such  manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss 
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of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax 
purposes. 

(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if 
any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  2015B  Bonds  to  be  “private 
activity  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance  thereof, 
shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property 
financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or 
any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  “private  activity 
bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and  property  and  such 
other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder,  to  the  extent  such  requirements 
are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish  reasonable  procedures 
necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the  Code  and  the  continued 
qualification  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  as  “governmental  bonds.” 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  any 
proceeds  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced  by  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause 
the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  “arbitrage  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the 
Code.  To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and 
all  regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 5B  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action, 
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that  would  cause  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  “federally  guaranteed”  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Information  Reporting.  The  City  shall  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  all  necessary 
action  to  comply  with  the  informational  reporting  requirement  of  Section  149(e)  of  the  Code 
with  respect  to  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

(f)  Hedge  Bonds.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  or  any  other  amounts  or  property,  regardless  of  the  source,  or  take  any  action 
or  refrain  from  taking  any  action  that  would  cause  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  be  considered 
“hedge  bonds”  within  the  meaning  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code  unless  the  City  takes  all 
necessary  action  to  assure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  149(g)  of  the  Code. 

(g)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax  covenants  of 
this  Section  18,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Tax  Certificate 
to  be  executed  by  the  City  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  dated  the  date  of  issuance 
of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  as  such  Tax  Certificate  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time.  This 
covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (the  “Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate”)  to  be  signed  by  the  City  to  permit  the 
original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  Rule,  submitted  to  the 
Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such 
additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  to  be 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  hereof.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

Section  20.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution 
to  execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney 
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and  co-bond  counsel,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or 
modifications  to  the  document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be 
necessary  or  advisable  (provided  that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications 
shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  201 5B  Bonds  in  excess  of 
$67,540,000  or  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4 hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change, 
addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be 
evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  21.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds,  as  consistent 
with  the  documents  herein  and  the  Resolution,  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  22.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between 
this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to  the 
Bond  Account  to  pay  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  are  subject  to 
accountability  requirements  under  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 
The  deadline  for  submission  of  the  Accountability  Reports  under  Administrative  Code  Section 
2.71(a)  is  hereby  waived  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds. 

Section  24.  Citizens’  Oversight  Committee.  The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  are  subject  to, 
and  incorporate  by  reference,  the  applicable  provisions  of  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code 
Sections  5.30-5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee,  to  the 
extent  permitted  by  law,  one-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and 
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appropriated  by  the  Board  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight 
Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  Committee. 

Section  25.  CEQA  Determinations. 

(a)  Muni  Forward  Program.  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information 
contained  in  the  TEP  FEIR,  the  CEQA  Findings  contained  in  Resolution  No.  14-041,  the 
project  approval  findings  contained  in  Resolution  Nos.  14-066,  14-148  and  14-137,  and  all 
written  and  oral  information  provided  by  the  Planning  Department,  the  public,  relevant  public 
agencies,  SFMTA  staff  and  other  experts  and  the  administrative  files;  and  based  on  the 
record  as  a whole,  finds  that  the  TEP  FEIR  is  adequate  for  the  actions  taken  by  this 
Resolution  to  fund  various  Muni  Forward  projects.  The  Board  adopts  as  its  own  the  CEQA 
Findings  for  the  TEP  Project  made  by  SFMTA  contained  in  Resolution  No.  14-041,  including 
the  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations  and  the  TEP  MMRP.  The  Board  finds  that  the 
funding  for  the  Muni  Forward  Program  as  reflected  in  this  resolution  is  consistent  with  the 
Project  described  in  the  TEP  FEIR.  The  Board  additionally  finds  that  the  Project 
implementation  does  not  require  major  revision  to  the  TEP  FEIR  due  to  (1)  the  involvement  of 
new  significant  environmental  effects  or  a substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously 
identified  significant  effects;  (2)  a substantial  change  with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  project  analyzed  in  the  FEIR  will  be  undertaken  that  would  require  major  revisions 
to  the  FEIR  due  to  the  involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects,  or  a substantial 
increase  in  the  severity  of  effects  identified  in  the  FEIR,  or  (3)  new  information  of  substantial 
importance  to  the  project  analyzed  in  the  FEIR  that  has  become  available  which  would 
indicate  that  (i)  the  Muni  Forward  Program  will  have  significant  effects  not  discussed  in  the 
FEIR;  (ii)  significant  environmental  effects  will  be  substantially  more  severe;  (iii)  mitigation 
measures  or  alternatives  found  not  feasible  which  would  reduce  one  or  more  significant 
effects  have  become  feasible;  or  (iv)  mitigation  measures  or  alternatives  which  are 
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considerably  different  from  those  in  the  FEIR  will  substantially  reduce  one  or  more  significant 
effects  on  the  environment. 

(b)  Better  Market  Street  Project  and  Pedestrian  Safety  Improvements.  The  Board 
finds  that  funding  approved  by  this  Resolution  for  the  Better  Market  Street  Project  and 
Pedestrian  Safety  Improvements  will  be  used  for  further  planning,  design  and  related 
outreach,  which  are  actions  not  subject  to  CEQA  under  CEQA  Section  21065  and  CEQA 
Guidelines  Sections  15262  and  15378. 

(c)  Communications  Based  Overlay  Signal  System  Positive  Train  Control  System. 
The  Board,  acting  as  a responsible  agency  under  CEQA  for  approval  of  funding  for  the 
CBOSS  Positive  Train  Control  System,  concurs  with  the  determination  of  the  lead  agency 
under  CEQA,  the  Peninsula  Joint  Powers  Board,  that  this  project  is  categorically  exempt  from 
CEQA  as  set  forth  in  the  CBOSS  Positive  Train  Control  System  NOE. 

Section  26.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps 
and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or 
depositories,  which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to 
consummate  the  lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds.  Any  such 
actions  are  solely  intended  to  further  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in  all 
respects  to  the  terms  of  this  Resolution.  No  such  actions  shall  increase  the  risk  to  the  City  or 
require  the  City  to  spend  any  resources  not  otherwise  granted  herein.  Final  versions  of  any 
such  documents  shall  be  provided  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  inclusion  in  the 
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official  file  within  30  days  of  execution  by  all  parties,  together  with  a brief  explanation  of  any 

changes  from  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  Resolution.

This  bond  is  one  of  a duly  authorized  issue  of  bonds  of  like  tenor  (except  for  such 
variations,  if  any,  as  may  be  required  to  designate  varying  numbers,  denominations,  interest 

rates  and  maturities),  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $ (the  “Series  201 5B 

Bonds”),  which  is  part  of  a bond  authorization  in  the  aggregate  original  principal  amount  of 
$500,000,000  and  is  authorized  by  the  affirmative  votes  of  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  voters 
voting  at  a special  election  duly  and  legally  called,  held  and  conducted,  in  the  City  on 
November  4,  2014  and  is  issued  and  sold  by  the  City  pursuant  to  and  in  strict  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  and  Charter  of  the  City 
and  of  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  “Board  of 

Supervisors”)  on , 2015  ( together  with  the  related  Certificate  of  Award,  the 

“Resolutions”). 

The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  are  issuable  as  fully  registered  bonds  without  coupons  in  the 
denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  provided  that  no  bond  shall  have 
principal  maturing  on  more  than  one  principal  maturity  date.  Subject  to  the  limitations  and 
conditions  and  upon  payment  of  the  charges,  if  any,  as  provided  in  the  Resolutions,  the  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  for  a like  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  201 5B 
Bonds  or  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity. 

This  bond  is  transferable  by  the  Registered  Owner,  in  person  or  by  its  attorney  duly 
authorized  in  writing,  at  said  office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  but  only  in  the  manner,  subject  to  the 
limitations  and  upon  payment  of  the  charges  provided  in  the  Resolutions,  and  upon  surrender 
and  cancellation  of  this  bond.  Upon  such  transfer,  a new  bond  or  bonds  of  authorized 
denomination  or  denominations  for  the  same  interest  rate  and  same  aggregate  principal 
amount  will  be  issued  to  the  transferee  in  exchange  for  this  bond.

The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  June  15,  20 are  not  subject  to 

redemption  prior  to  maturity.  The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  maturing  on  and  after  June  15,  20 

are  subject  to  optional  redemption,  from  any  available  funds,  in  whole  or  in  part,  on  any  date 

on  or  after  June  15,  20 , at  redemption  price  equal  to  100%  of  the  principal  amount 

redeemed,  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  redemption  date,  without  premium.  If  less 
than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series  201 5B  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed,  they  may  be  redeemed 
in  any  order  of  maturity  as  determined  by  the  City.  If  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  of  a maturity  are  to  be  redeemed,  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  or  portions  of  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed  shall  be  selected  by  the  City  Treasurer,  in 
authorized  denominations  of  $5,000  or  integral  multiples  of  that  amount,  from  among  Series 
201 5B  Bonds  of  that  maturity  not  previously  called  for  redemption,  by  lot  in  any  manner  which 
the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair. 

The  Series  201 5B  Bonds  maturing  on  June  15,  20 , shall  be  subject  to  mandatory 

sinking  fund  redemption  on  June  15  or  each  of  the  years  20 through  20 , inclusive,  and  at 

maturity  in  the  respective  amounts  provide  in  the  Resolutions. 

Notice  of  the  redemption  of  the  Series  201 5B  Bonds  shall  be  given  or  caused  to  be 
given  to  the  Registered  Owner  of  each  Series  201 5B  Bond  or  portion  of  a Series  201 5B  Bond

Any  notice  of  optional  redemption  may  provide  that  such  redemption  is  conditional 
upon  occurrence  of  a specified  event,  as  provided  in  the  Resolutions.  In  the  event  that  such

(Transportation  and  Road  Improvement  Bonds,  2014);  authorizing  the  execution, 
authentication,  and  registration  of  said  bonds;  providing  for  the  levy  of  a tax  to  pay  the 
principal  and  interest  thereof;  providing  for  the  appointment  of  depositories  and  other 
agents  for  said  bonds;  providing  for  the  establishment  of  accounts  related  thereto; 
ratifying  certain  actions  previously  taken,  as  defined  herein;  and  granting  general 
authority  to  City  officials  to  take  necessary  actions  in  connection  with  the 
authorization,  issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  said  bonds,  as  defined  herein. 


WHEREAS,  By  Resolution  No.  228-14  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the 
“Board")  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “City”)  on  July  8,  2014  and  signed  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  “Mayor”)  on  July  18,  2014,  it  was  determined  and  declared  that 
public  interest  and  necessity  demands  the  acquisition,  construction  and  improvement  of 
street,  transportation  and  related  infrastructure  therein  described  (the  “Project”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  Ordinance  No.  148-14  passed  by  the  Board  on  July  15,  2014,  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  on  July  24,  2014  (the  “Bond  Ordinance”),  the  Board  duly  called  a special 
election  to  be  held  on  November  4,  2014  (the  “Bond  Election”),  for  the  purpose  of  submitting

independent  citizen  oversight  and  regular  audits?”,  and  such  proposition  was  approved  by  not 
less  than  a two-thirds  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  City  voting  on  such  proposition;  and 
WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  determined,  and  does  hereby  declare  that  it  is  necessary 
and  desirable  that  all  of  said  bonds  designated  generally  as  “City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Transportation  and  Road  Improvements  Bonds,  2014)” 
(the  “Bonds”)  (each  series  of  such  Bonds  to  bear  such  additional  or  other  designation  as  may

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  payable  from  proceeds  of  the  annual  tax  levy,  as

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  (i)  this  Resolution  duly  adopted 
by  the  Board,  (ii)  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1 , Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government 
Code,  (iii)  the  Charter  of  the  City  (the  “Charter”),  and  (iv)  a duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.106  of  the  Charter,  there  shall  be  delivered  a 
certificate  of  a duly  authorized  officer  of  the  City,  concurrently  with  the  issuance  of  each  series

and  sale  of  other  general  obligation  bonds  being  issued  by  the  City,  as  authorized  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Board. 

Section  4.  Execution  and  Authentication.  The  Sale  Resolution  for  each  series  of 
Bonds  shall  set  forth  the  form  of  such  Bond,  with  such  necessary  or  appropriate  variations, 
omissions  and  insertions  as  may  be  permitted  by  such  resolution.  “CUSIP”  identification 
numbers  may  be  imprinted  on  Bonds,  but  such  numbers  shall  not  constitute  a part  of  the 
contract  evidenced  by  the  Bonds  and  any  error  or  omission  with  respect  thereto  shall  not 
constitute  cause  for  refusal  of  any  purchaser  to  accept  delivery  of  and  to  pay  for  the  Bonds.

The  Treasurer 
of  the  City  (the  “City  Treasurer")  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  by  manual  signature,  and  when 
so  executed  and  authenticated,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  deliver  the  Bonds  to  or  for  the 
account  of  the  purchasers  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof.

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Section  6.  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  terms  of  redemption  (whether 
optional  redemption  or  mandatory  redemption),  if  any,  of  any  series  of  Bonds  and  the  manner 
prescribed  for  notice  of  any  redemption  of  such  series  of  Bonds  shall  be  set  forth  in  the  Sale 
Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed. 

Each  Sale  Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  each  series  of  Bonds  shall  provide  that 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  establish  a Redemption  Account  for  such  series  of  Bonds  and  shall 
further  provide  for  the  deposit  and  application  of  moneys  in  such  Redemption  Account. 

Section  7.  Tax  Levy.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds,  the  Board  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  shall  fix,  and  in  the  manner 
provided  for  such  general  tax  levy,  levy  and  collect  annually  until  the  Bonds  are  paid,  or  until 
there  shall  be  a sum  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  the  treasury  of  the  City  sufficient  to  meet  all 
sums  coming  due  for  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  a tax  sufficient  to  pay 
the  annual  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also  such  part  of  the  principal 
thereof  as  shall  become  due  before  the  proceeds  of  a tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the 
next  general  tax  levy  can  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  such  interest  or  principal. 

Said  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  levied  for  City  purposes,  shall  be 
collected  at  the  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  the  City  are  collected,  and 
shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

All  taxes  collected  pursuant  to  this  Section  7 shall  be  deposited  forthwith  in  a special 
account  to  be  designated  as  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds  (Transportation  and  Road 
Improvement  Bonds,  2014)  Bond  Account"  (the  “Bond  Account”)  and  each  and  every  series  of 
Bonds  issued  under  this  Resolution  shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured  by  the  taxes 
collected  pursuant  to  this  Section  7.  The  Bond  Account  shall  be  administered  by  the  City 
Treasurer  and  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts.  Pursuant  to  the  Sale 
Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  may  establish 
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such  additional  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account  or  with  any  agent, 
including  but  not  limited  to  any  paying  agent  or  fiscal  agent,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds.  The  Sale 
Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds  shall  establish  subaccounts  within 
the  Bond  Account  for  each  series  of  the  Bonds  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  on  such  series  of  Bonds. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  also  deposit  in  the  Bond  Account  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
a series  of  the  Bonds,  any  moneys  received  on  account  of  original  issue  premium  and  interest 
accrued  on  the  Bonds  to  the  date  of  payment  of  the  purchase  price  thereof,  and  such  other 
moneys,  if  any,  as  may  be  specified  in  the  Sale  Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  such  series 
of  Bonds.  So  long  as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be 
used  and  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and 
interest  on  the  Bonds  as  such  principal  and  interest  shall  become  due  and  payable,  or  for 
purchase  of  Bonds  if  permitted  by  the  Sale  Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  such  series  of 
Bonds;  provided,  however,  that  when  all  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have 
been  paid,  any  moneys  then  remaining  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  transferred  to  the 
General  Fund  of  the  City.  The  Board  shall  take  such  actions  annually  as  are  necessary  or 
appropriate  to  cause  the  debt  service  on  the  Bonds  due  in  any  fiscal  year  to  be  included  in  the 
budget  for  such  fiscal  year  and  to  make  the  necessary  appropriations  therefor. 

Section  8.  Administration  and  Disbursements  From  Bond  Account. 

(a)  Interest.  On  or  before  June  15  and  December  15  in  each  year  that  any  of 
the  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the 
appropriate  subaccounts  therein  relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  the  amount  contained  in  the  Bond  Account  and  subaccounts  therein  on  that  date,  if 
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any,  will  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  interest  becoming  due  and  payable  on  each 
series  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  on  such  interest  payment  date. 

(b)  Principal.  On  or  before  June  1 5 in  each  year  that  any  of  the  Bonds  is 
outstanding,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  appropriate 
subaccounts  therein  relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount  which  will  be  equal  to  the 
principal  of  each  series  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  that  will  become  due  and  payable  on  said 
June  15,  including  those  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  such  date  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Sale  Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  such  Bonds. 

All  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and  withdrawn  by  the  City  Treasurer 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  each  series  of  the  Bonds  as 
the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable.  On  June  15  and  December  15  in  each  year  that  any 
Bond  is  outstanding,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate,  transfer  and  apply  to  the  various 
subaccounts  in  the  Bond  Account  created  pursuant  to  each  Sale  Resolution  authorizing  the 
sale  of  a series  of  Bonds,  on  such  date  on  which  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  any 
series  of  Bonds  is  due,  from  moneys  on  deposit  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  equal  to  the 
amount  of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  on  said  date  with  respect  to  each 
series  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  Unless  other  provision  shall  have  been  made  pursuant 
to  this  Resolution  for  the  payment  of  any  Bond,  all  amounts  held  in  the  various  subaccounts  of 
the  Bond  Account  created  pursuant  to  the  Sale  Resolutions  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series 
of  Bonds  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  principal  of,  premium,  if  any, 
and  interest  due  on  the  series  of  the  Bonds  to  which  such  subaccount  relates,  as  and  when 
due. 

Section  9.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  T reasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  may  authorize  such  depository  to  perform,  under  the  supervision  of  the  City 
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Treasurer,  any  of  the  City  Treasurer’s  duties  and  responsibilities  under  this  Resolution  and 
each  Sale  Resolution,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable 
law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent, 
fiscal  agent,  rebate  calculation  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist 
the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  determine  including  such  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  City  Treasurer 
provided  for  in  this  Resolution.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents 
appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  a project  account  to  be 
designated  as  the  “General  Obligation  Bonds  (Transportation  and  Road  Improvement  Bonds, 
2014)  Project  Account”  (the  “Project  Account”).  The  Project  Account  shall  be  maintained  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  as  a separate  account,  segregated  and  distinct  from  all  other  accounts. 
The  City  Treasurer  may  establish  such  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Project  Account 
as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Project  or  the 
Bonds. 

All  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  (excluding  any  original  issue 
premium  and  accrued  interest  received  thereon,  unless  otherwise  determined  by  the  Director 
of  Public  Finance)  shall  be  deposited  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Project  Account 
and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  objects  and  purposes  specified  in  2014  Proposition  A, 
including  but  not  limited  to  the  acquisition,  construction  and  improvement  of  the  Project.  When 
such  objects  and  purposes  have  been  accomplished,  any  moneys  remaining  in  the  Project 
Account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Bond  Account  established  pursuant  to  Section  7 hereof 
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and  applied,  subject  to  the  tax  covenants,  if  any,  set  forth  in  the  Sale  Resolutions  authorizing 
the  sale  of  each  series  of  bond,  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  any  series  of 
Bonds.  Amounts  in  the  Project  Account  may  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  costs  of  issuance  of 
the  Bonds,  including,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and 
publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars, 
financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel  and  co-bond  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of 
departmental  expenses  in  connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 . Defeasance  Provisions.  The  Sale  Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any 
series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for  the  defeasance  of  such  series  of  Bonds.  Any  Bonds  which 
have  been  deemed  paid  in  accordance  with  the  defeasance  provisions  of  the  Sale  Resolution 
authorizing  their  sale  shall  no  longer  be  deemed  outstanding  under  this  Resolution. 

Section  12.  Tax  Covenants.  The  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  bonds  the  interest  on  which 
is  excluded  from  gross  income  for  federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes  or  as  bonds  the 
interest  on  which  is  included  in  gross  income  for  federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes.  With 
respect  to  any  series  of  the  Bonds  the  interest  on  which  is  excluded  from  gross  income  for 
federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes,  the  City  may  make  such  covenants  and  representations 
as  are  necessary  or  convenient  to  comply  with  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 

Section  13.  Other  Terms  and  Provisions  Relating  to  the  Bonds.  The  Sale  Resolution 
providing  for  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for  (a)  the  purchase  of  bond 
insurance  or  other  credit  enhancement  relating  to  such  series  of  Bonds  and  to  the 
establishment  of  such  additional  terms  and  procedures  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
the  application  of  such  bond  insurance  or  other  credit  enhancement  for  the  benefit  of  such 
Bondholders;  (b)  the  investment  of  moneys  held  in  any  fund,  account  or  subaccount  relating 
to  such  series  of  the  Bonds  in  specific  categories  or  types  of  investments,  so  long  as  such 
investments  are  legal  investments  for  the  City  and  in  compliance  with  any  policy  or  guideline 
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of  the  City  applicable  thereto;  and  (c)  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  resolutions  relating 
solely  to  such  series  of  Bonds. 

Section  14.  Supplemental  Resolutions.  For  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  purposes 
and  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  a supplemental  resolution  of  the  City  may  be  adopted  by 
the  Board,  which,  without  the  requirement  of  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be  fully 
effective  in  accordance  with  its  terms: 

(a)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the  City  in  this  Resolution  or 
any  Sale  Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  covenants  and 
agreements  to  be  observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this 
Resolution  or  any  Sale  Resolution  as  then  in  effect; 

(b)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this  Resolution  or  any  Sale 
Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be 
observed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  Resolution  or  any  Sale 
Resolution  as  then  in  effect; 

(c)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  under,  and  the  subjection  to 
any  lien  or  pledge  created  or  to  be  created  by,  this  Resolution  or  any  Sale  Resolution  as  then 
in  effect,  of  any  moneys,  securities  or  funds,  or  to  establish  any  additional  funds  or  accounts 
to  be  held  under  this  Resolution  or  any  Sale  Resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of 
Bonds; 

(d)  To  cure  any  ambiguity,  supply  any  omission,  or  cure  or  correct  any  defect 
or  inconsistent  provision  in  this  Resolution  or  any  Sale  Resolution  as  then  in  effect;  or 

(e)  To  make  such  additions,  deletions  or  modifications  as  shall  not,  in  the 
determination  of  the  Board,  be  materially  adverse  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds. 

In  addition,  any  modification  or  amendment  of  this  Resolution  or  any  Sale  Resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  and  of  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  City  and  of 
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the  owners  of  the  Bonds,  in  any  particular,  may  be  made  by  a supplemental  resolution,  with 
the  written  consent  of  the  owners  of  at  least  a majority  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the 
Bonds  outstanding  at  the  time  such  consent  is  given  (except  as  provided  in  the  preceding 
paragraph).  No  such  modification  or  amendment  shall  permit  a change  in  the  terms  or 
maturity  of  the  principal  of  any  outstanding  Bonds  or  of  any  interest  payable  thereon  or  a 
reduction  in  the  principal  amount  thereof  or  in  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  shall  reduce  the 
percentage  of  Bonds  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  which  is  required  to  effect  any  such 
modification  or  amendment,  or  shall  reduce  the  amount  of  moneys  for  the  repayment  of  the 
Bonds,  without  the  consent  of  all  the  owners  of  such  affected  Bonds. 

Section  15.  Citizens’  Oversight  Committee.  The  Bonds  are  subject  to,  and  incorporate 
by  reference,  the  applicable  provisions  of  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  5.30  - 
5.36  (the  “Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee”).  Under  Section  5.31  of 
the  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law, 
one-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  each  series  of  the  Bonds  shall  be 
deposited  in  a fund  established  by  the  Controller’s  Office  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens’  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to 
cover  the  costs  of  such  Committee. 

Section  16.  Planning  Code.  The  Board  hereby  adopts  and  incorporates  by  reference 
the  findings  and  declarations  relative  to  (a)  the  conformance  of  the  Bonds  to  the  priority 
policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code;  (b)  the  conformance  of  the 
Bonds  to  Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and  Section  2A.53(f)  of  the  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code;  and  (c)  the  consistency  with  the  City’s  General  Plan,  all  as 
more  fully  set  forth  in  Resolution  No.  228-14,  adopted  by  this  Board  on  July  8,  2014. 
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Section  1 7.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds,  as  consistent  with  the 
documents  herein  and  this  Resolution,  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  1 8.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board,  the  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer,  the  City  Administrator,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  of  the  City  and  the  Controller  are  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to  issue  and  deliver  any  and  all 
certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices,  consents,  and  other  documents,  including  but 
not  limited  to,  letters  of  representations  to  any  securities  depository  or  depositories,  which 
they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the  lawful 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  and  otherwise  to  give  effect  to  this  Resolution.  Any 
such  actions  are  solely  intended  to  further  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  are  subject  in 
all  respects  to  the  terms  of  this  Resolution.  No  such  actions  shall  increase  the  risk  to  the  City 
or  require  the  City  to  spend  any  resources  not  otherwise  granted  herein.  Final  versions  of  any 
such  documents  shall  be  provided  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  inclusion  in  the 
official  file  within  30  days  of  execution  by  all  parties.

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Board  of  Supervisors”  or  the  “Board”)  desires  to  provide  for  the  refinancing,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Certificates  of  Participation,  Series  2007A  (City 
Office  Buildings  -Multiple  Properties  Project)  (the  “2007  Certificates”),  the  proceeds  of  which 
financed  various  capital  improvement  projects  of  the  City  (collectively,  the  “Project”),  with 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  certificates  of  participation  to  be  designated  as  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation,  Series  2015-R1  (City  Office  Buildings 
- Multiple  Properties  Project)  (the  “Refunding  Certificates”)  which  have  previously  been 
authorized  by  the  Board  pursuant  to  Resolution  No.  299-13  of  the  Board,  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  July  30,  2013  and  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  August  7,  2013  (the 
"Authorizing  Resolution”)  with  such  designation  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  her  designee  (the  “Director  of  Public  Finance”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  Board  authorized  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  not  to  exceed  $236,000,000  of  refunding  certificates  of  participation; 
and 
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WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  on  May  1, 2014,  the  City  executed 
and  delivered  a total  of  $47,220,000  of  its  Certificates  of  Participation,  comprised  of 
$13,615,000  of  its  Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation  Series  2014-R1  (San  Francisco 
Courthouse  Project)  and  $33,605,000  of  its  Refunding  Certificates  of  Participation  Series 
2014-R2  (Juvenile  Hall  Project)  (collectively,  the  "2014  Certificates”);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  take  advantage  of  favorable  interest  rates,  the  City  has 
determined  to  cause  Refunding  Certificates  to  be  executed  and  delivered  in  an  amount  that 
does  not  exceed  the  remaining  authorization  of  $188,780,000  under  the  Authorizing 
Resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  (i)  the  interest  rates  on  the 
Refunding  Certificates  shall  not  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum,  (ii)  the  execution 
and  delivery  of  the  Certificates  shall  produce  at  least  three  percent  (3%)  present  value 
savings,  (iii)  the  term  of  the  Lease  Agreement  shall  not  be  extended  beyond  its  current  term 
and  (iv)  the  maximum  Base  Rental  scheduled  to  be  paid  under  the  Lease  Agreement  for  the 
Refunding  Certificates  combined  with  the  maximum  Base  Rental  to  be  paid  under  the  lease 
agreements  for  the  2014  Certificates  shall  not  exceed  $18,042,000  in  any  fiscal  year;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Refunding  Certificates  will  be  payable  from  rental  payments  paid  by 
the  City  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  certain  land  and  facilities  subject  to  the  Lease 
Agreement  with  respect  to  the  Refunding  Certificates  approved  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution;

The  Board  hereby  finds  and  determines  that  all  of  the  recitals 
herein  are  true  correct. 

SECTION  2.  Defined  Terms.  Capitalized  terms  not  otherwise  defined  in  this 
Resolution  shall  have  the  meanings  ascribed  thereto  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

SECTION  3.  File  Documents.  The  documents  referenced  herein  and  presented  to 
this  Board  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  or  her  designee  (collectively,  the  “Clerk”)  in 
File  No.  150468. 

SECTION  4.  Approval  of  the  Official  Statement  in  Preliminary  and  Final  Form.  The 
form  of  an  official  statement  relating  to  the  Refunding  Certificates  (the  “Official  Statement”),  as 
presented  to  this  Board,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  preliminary  form  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby 
approved.  The  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  designee  (the  "Controller”)  is  hereby  authorized  to 
approve  the  preliminary  Official  Statement  in  substantially  said  form,  with  such  changes, 
additions,  modifications  (including  but  not  limited  to  the  inclusion  of  the  most  current  City 
financial  information)  or  deletions  as  such  officer  may  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney,  and  to  deem  the  preliminary  Official  Statement  final  for  purposes  of  the  Rule  15c2- 
12  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  to  execute  a certificate  to  that 
effect,  and  to  cause  the  preliminary  Official  Statement  to  be  delivered,  in  printed  or  electronic 
form,  to  potential  purchasers  of  the  Refunding  Certificates,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively 
evidenced  by  the  delivery  of  said  deemed-final  certificate.  The  Controller  is  hereby  further 
authorized  and  directed  to  sign  and  deliver  the  Official  Statement  in  final  form  to  purchasers  of 
the  Refunding  Certificates. 

SECTION  5.  Approval  of  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  a 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  of  the  City  relating  to  the  Refunding  Certificates,  as 
presented  to  the  Board,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such 
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changes,  additions,  modifications  or  deletions  as  the  Controller  may  approve  upon 
consultation  with  the  City  Attorney;  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate. 

SECTION  6.  General  Authority.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  or  his  designee  (the  “Mayor”), 
the  City  Attorney,  the  Controller,  the  City  Administrator,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the 
Clerk  and  other  officers  of  the  City  and  their  duly  authorized  deputies  and  agents  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  take  such  actions  and  to  execute  and  deliver 
such  certificates,  agreements,  requests  or  other  documents  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or 
desirable  to  accomplish  the  proposed  financing  through  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Refunding  Certificates,  to  enter  into  the  documents  authorized  hereby  and  by  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  to  encumber  such  properties  (as  identified  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution)  or  to 
cause  the  release  thereof  as  necessary  or  advisable  to  facilitate  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  Refunding  Certificates,  to  obtain  reserve  surety  policies,  bond  insurance  or  other  credit 
enhancements  with  respect  to  the  refinancing  of  the  2007  Certificates,  to  obtain  title 
insurance,  clear  any  encumbrances  to  title,  execute  any  conveyances  and  reconveyances, 
survey  property  and  carry  out  other  title  work  and  otherwise  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

SECTION  7.  Modifications,  Changes  and  Additions.  The  Mayor,  or  the  Controller  and 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  each  are  hereby  authorized  to  approve  and  make  such 
modifications,  changes  or  additions  to  the  documents  authorized  hereby,  upon  consultation 
with  the  City  Attorney,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  and  which 
changes  do  not  materially  increase  the  obligations  of  the  City  under  said  documents  as 
presented  to  this  Board.

WHEREAS,  By  Ordinance  No.  149-11  passed  on  July  26,  2011,  and  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  on  August  1 , 201 1 (the  "201 1 Ordinance"),  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "Board  of  Supervisors"  or  the  "Board"),  in  order  to 
finance  the  construction  and  installation  of  certain  improvements  in  connection  with  the 
renovation  of  the  San  Francisco  War  Memorial  Veterans  Building  (the  “Project”),  has 
previously  authorized  the  execution  and  delivery  of  not  to  exceed  $170,000,000  Certificates  of 
Participation  (the  “Certificates  of  Participation”  or  the  “Certificates”)  issued  pursuant  to  a Trust 
Agreement  (the  "Trust  Agreement"),  between  the  City  and  and  a trustee  to  be  named  therein, 
which  Certificates  of  Participation  are  to  be  secured  by  a Property  Lease  (the  "Property 
Lease"),  pursuant  to  which  the  City  leases  certain  property  to  the  Trustee,  and  a Project 
Lease  (the  "Project  Lease"),  pursuant  to  which  the  Trustee  leases  said  property  back  to  the 
City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  War  Memorial  is  a charitable  trust  department  under  Article  V of  the 
City  Charter  and  as  such,  the  War  Memorial  Board  of  Trustees  has  exclusive  charge  of  the 
trusts  and  all  other  assets  under  its  jurisdiction,  which  may  be  acquired  by  loan,  purchase,  gift, 
devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  including  any  land  or  buildings  set  aside  for  their  use;  and

Resolution  amending  and  supplementing  Resolution  No.  284-14  to  authorize  the  sale  of 
not  to  exceed  $24,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program,  1992), 
Series  2014C,  by  private  placement  to  the  financial  institution  identified  herein,  to 
authorize  the  execution  of  a Declaration  of  Trust  and  a Continuing  Covenant 
Agreement  in  connection  therewith  and  authorizing  and  approving  modifications  to 
said  documents,  as  defined  herein;  ratifying  certain  actions  previously  taken,  as 
defined  herein;  and  granting  general  authority  to  City  officials  to  take  necessary 
actions  in  connection  with  the  authorization,  issuance,  sale,  and  delivery  of  said 
bonds,  as  defined  herein. 

WHEREAS,  In  November  1992  the  voters  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“City”)  approved  Proposition  A (“Proposition  A”),  which  authorized  the  issuance  of 
$350,000,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  general  obligation  bonds  (the  "Bonds”)  to  provide 
funds  for  loans  to  finance  the  seismic  strengthening  of  unreinforced  masonry  buildings  within 
the  City,  of  which  (a)  $150,000,000  was  allocated  to  affordable  housing  below  market-rate 
loans,  of  which  $60,000,000  was  allocated  for  deferred  loans,  and  (b)  $200,000,000  was 
allocated  to  market-rate  loans  for  residential,  commercial  and  institutional  buildings;  and 
WHEREAS,  On  July  22,  2014,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  “Board”)  adopted 
Resolution  No.  284-14  (“Resolution  No.  284-14”),  which  was  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  July  31 , 
2014,  to  authorize  and  direct  the  sale  by  the  City  of  not  to  exceed  $24,000,000  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  its  Taxable  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Seismic  Safety  Loan  Program, 
1992),  Series  2014C  (the  “Series  2014C  Bonds”);  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  has  now  determined  that  it  is  advisable  to  sell  the  Series  2014C 
Bonds  by  negotiated  sale  through  a private  placement  of  the  Bonds  with  a financial  institution 
selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  a competitive  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  It  is  advisable  in  connection  with  such  sale  by  private  placement  to 
approve  the  form  of  and  execution  of  certain  additional  documents  and  the  amendment  of 
certain  provisions  of  Resolution  No.  284-14  and  to  amend  Resolution  No.  284-14  in  certain 
respects  (including  changing  the  designation  of  the  Series  201 4C  Bonds  to  the  Series  201 5A 
Bonds  and  to  provide  for  the  redemption  provisions  and  the  mandatory  tender  provisions  of 
the  Series  201 5A  Bonds  through  a Declaration  of  Trust);  and 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  No.  284-14,  the  Board  adopted  certain  findings  pertaining  to 
the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  which  are  unaffected  by  this  amending  and 
supplementing  Resolution,  which  solely  affects  the  terms  and  manner  of  sale  of  the  Series 
201 5A  Bonds  (previously  referred  to  in  Resolution  No.  284-14  as  the  Series  2014C  Bonds); 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

SECTION  2.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  (which  are  a 
Declaration  of  Trust  and  a Continuing  Covenant  Agreement)  and  on  file  with  the  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (“Clerk  of  the  Board”)  are  contained  in  File  No.  150470. 

SECTION  3.  Amendment  to  Update  Bond  Series  Designation.  Any  references  in 
Resolution  No.  284-14  to  the  “Series  201 4C  Bonds”  are  hereby  amended  to  refer  instead  to 
the  “Series  201 5A  Bonds”,  and  the  names  of  any  accounts  authorized  by  Resolution  No.  284- 
14  to  be  established  by  the  Treasurer  shall  bear  a name  corresponding  to  the  final  series 
designation  of  the  Series  201 5A  Bonds. 
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SECTION  4.  Approval  of  Declaration  of  Trust;  Forms  of  Bonds.  The  proposed  form  of 
a Declaration  of  Trust  (the  “Declaration  of  Trust”)  setting  forth  certain  terms  of  the  Series 
201 5A  Bonds,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the 
Controller,  and  the  Treasurer  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for  and  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  to  execute  and  deliver  the  Declaration  of  Trust  in  substantially  said  form, 
with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section 
8. 

To  the  extent  that  any  series  of  the  Series  201 5A  Bonds  is  issued  with  a variable 
interest  rate,  the  Board  hereby  acknowledges,  and  expressly  authorizes,  that  in  accordance 
with  prevailing  market  conditions,  the  variable  interest  rate  is  established  under  the 
Declaration  of  Trust  at  a specified  rate  for  a limited  initial  term  of  five  years  (or  such  other 
period  as  set  forth  in  the  Declaration  of  Trust),  and  thereafter,  the  Declaration  of  Trust 
provides  for  amortization  of  principal  over  a period  significantly  shorter  than  the  then 
remaining  term  through  the  stated  maturity  of  such  series  of  Series  201 5A  Bonds.  The  Board 
hereby  further  authorizes  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  in  his  or  her  discretion,  to  exercise 
any  extension  of  the  variable  rate  mode  provided  in  the  Declaration  of  Trust,  the  Continuing 
Covenant  Agreement  (as  defined  herein),  or  otherwise  in  connection  with  such  series  of 
Series  201 5A  Bonds;  provided  that  such  extension  does  not  increase  the  Index  Rate  Spread 
(as  defined  in  the  Declaration  of  Trust)  by  more  than  ten  (10)  basis  points  from  the  Index  Rate 
Spread  set  forth  in  the  executed  Declaration  of  Trust,  and  provided  further  that  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  shall  provide  within  thirty  (30)  days  a summary  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
any  such  change  to  the  Index  Rate  Spread  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  impact  of  such  change 
for  the  next  twelve  (12)  month  period. 

SECTION  5.  Selection  of  Purchaser  of  the  Series  201 5A  Bonds.  Each  of  the 
Controller  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  acting  singly,  is  authorized  to  select  one  or  more 
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financial  institutions  (the  “Purchaser”)  to  purchase  the  Series  201 5A  Bonds  through  a private 
placement  sale.  The  Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  provide  the  name  of  the 
financial  institution  selected  at  the  earliest  practical  Board  meeting  occurring  after  the 
selection  thereof,  together  with  the  results  of  the  sale,  in  accordance  with  Government  Code 
Section  53509.5. 

SECTION  6.  Continuing  Covenant  Agreement;  Negotiated  Sale  Through  Private 
Placement.  Each  of  the  Controller  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  acting  singly,  is 
authorized  to  sell  the  Series  201 5A  Bonds  by  negotiated  sale  through  a private  placement 
pursuant  to  the  form  of  Continuing  Covenant  Agreement  (the  “Continuing  Covenant 
Agreement”),  by  and  between  the  City  and  the  Purchaser  of  the  Series  201 5A  Bonds, 
submitted  with  this  Resolution  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board.  The  Board  hereby 
determines  that  a negotiated  sale  through  a private  placement  is  expected  to  provide  a lower 
cost  of  financing  and  more  flexibility  than  a competitive  sale.  The  proposed  form  of  the 
Continuing  Covenant  Agreement,  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved. 

Each  of  the  Mayor,  the  Controller,  and  the  Treasurer  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  for 
and  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  execute  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Covenant 
Agreement  in  substantially  said  form,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may 
be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  8 hereof.  Costs  associated  with  the  issuance  of  the 
Series  201 5A  Bonds,  described  in  more  detail  in  the  Declaration  of  Trust,  are  estimated  to 
range  from  approximately  $400,000  to  approximately  $500,000.  In  connection  with  the 
negotiated  sale  of  the  Series  201 5A  Bonds,  Schiff  Flardin  LLP  and  Richards,  Watson  & 
Gershon,  A Professional  Corporation,  shall  serve  as  co-bond  counsel,  and  Public  Resources 
Advisory  Group  and  Ross  Financial  shall  serve  as  co-financial  advisors. 

SECTION  7.  Relationship  of  Declaration  of  Trust  to  Resolution  No.  284-14. 
Notwithstanding  any  provisions  to  the  contrary  in  Resolution  No.  284-14  setting  forth  certain 
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terms  of  the  Series  201 5A  Bonds,  so  long  as  the  Declaration  of  Trust  approved  under  this 
Resolution  remains  in  effect  its  terms  and  provisions  relative  to  the  201 5A  Bonds  shall  control 
and  be  binding  on  the  holders  of  such  obligations. 

SECTION  8.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution 
to  execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney, 
to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document 
or  documents  approved  by  this  Resolution  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided  that 
such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  201 5A  Bonds  in  excess  of  $24,000,000  or  conflict  with  the  terms  of 
Proposition  A or  the  provisions  of  Section  4 of  Resolution  No.  284-14).  The  approval  of  any 
change,  addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall 
be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question,  and 
provided  further  that  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  provide  a copy  (marked  to  show 
changes)  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  the  executed  form  of  any  such  documents  within  30 
days  of  the  closing  of  the  transaction  authorized  hereby. 

SECTION  9.  Continued  Effectiveness  of  Resolution  No.  284-14.  Except  as  amended 
and  supplemented  by  this  Resolution,  Resolution  No.  284-14  shall  remain  and  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect.  The  provisions  of  Sections  22  through  25  (inclusive),  27,  and  28  of 
Resolution  No.  284-14  shall  be  deemed  incorporated  herein  by  reference,  provided  that  the 
Accountability  Report  referenced  in  Section  24  of  Resolution  No.  284-14  shall  be  submitted  by 
May  11,  2015,  and  the  Board  hereby  consents  to  submission  by  such  date.

Section  1 . Pursuant  to  Section  36621  (a)  of  the  1 994  Act  and  Article  1 5,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  renew  and  expand  the  property  and  business 
improvement  district  known  as  the  “Yerba  Buena  Community  Benefit  District”  (“District”)  for  a

The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Management  District  Plan 
and  Engineer’s  Report,  including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services, 
activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan,  and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the 
properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from  such  services,  activities  and  improvements.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  make  the  Management  District  Plan,  Engineer’s  Report  and  other 
documents  related  to  the  District  and  included  in  the  record  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
available  to  the  public  for  review  during  normal  business  hours,  Monday  through  Friday  8:00 
a.m.  through  5:00  p.m.,  excluding  legal  holidays. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Proposed  Boundaries  Map 
showing  the  boundaries  of  the  District.  The  proposed  District  contains  approximately  2123 
identified  parcels  located  on  approximately  20  whole  or  partial  blocks. 

Specifically,  the  exterior  District  boundaries  are:

• Vassar  Place,  running  on  the  Eastern  property  line  of  APN  3763-105,  from  Harrison 
to  Perry  Street  (no  public  right  of  way  on  Vassar  included)

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Cleaning  and  Streetscape  Improvement:  The  Cleaning  and  Streetscape 
Improvement  program  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  regular  sidewalk  and  gutter  sweeping, 
scheduled  steam  cleanings,  power  washing,  refuse  removal,  graffiti  removal,  and  streetscape 
improvements.  Streetscape  improvements  are  based  upon,  but  not  limited  by,  the  Yerba 
Buena  Street  Life  Plan,  a roadmap  for  enhancing  public  spaces  in  the  neighborhood.  The 
District  will  also  distribute  small  annual  grants  (through  its  Community  Benefit  Fund)  to 
community  organizations  providing  services  in  the  District  that  support  the  District’s  mission. 

Safety  and  Security:  The  Safety  and  Security  program  includes  but  is  not  limited  to, 
working  with  residents,  merchants,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  (SFPD)  and 
community  on  a variety  of  safety  programs  and  strategies  to  prevent  crime  and  increase 
pedestrian  safety  throughout  the  District.  The  District  will  provide  Community  Guides  to  assist 
visitors,  connect  those  in  need  with  social  services,  and  report  cleaning  and  safety  issues. 
The  District  will  also  distribute  small  annual  grants  (through  its  Community  Benefit  Fund)  to 
community  organizations  providing  services  in  the  District  that  support  the  District’s  mission. 

Branding,  Activation,  and  Marketing:  Branding,  Activation,  and  Marketing  includes 
but  is  not  limited  to,  programs  to  promote  properties  and  businesses  in  the  District  and  the 
creation  and  production  of  special  events  that  draw  visitors  into  the  District  as  a means  of 
additional  exposure.  The  District  will  program  special  events  and  conduct  marketing  activities 
in  various  parts  of  the  District.  The  District  marketing  and  promotion  services  will  make  sure 
new  visitors,  employees,  patrons,  and  residents  know  about  area  attractions  and  will  help 
them  enjoy  their  experience  in  the  District.  The  District  plans  to  include  other  marketing 
initiatives  as  appropriate,  and  as  budget  resources  allow. 

Management  and  Operations:  Management  and  Operations  includes,  but  is  not 
limited  to,  a dedicated  staff  who  will  serve  as  a focal  point  persons  and  advocate  for  the 
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District  and  the  management  of  office  expenses  including  accounting,  rent,  utilities,  office 
supplies,  insurance,  legal,  and  other  professional  services  related  to  District  activities 

Section  8.  Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  District  with 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City;  formation  of  the  District 
will  not  affect  the  City’s  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas 
encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City  during  the  term  of 
the  District. 

Section  9.  The  annual  total  assessments  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the 
first  year  of  the  District  (FY201 5-2016)  is  estimated  to  be  $2,991,722.82.

WHEREAS,  The  property  owners  who  will  pay  30  percent  or  more  of  the  total  amount 
of  assessments  on  properties  within  the  proposed  district  signed  and  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  a petition  (the  “Petition”)  requesting  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
establish  a property-based  green  benefit  district  to  be  named  the  “Dogpatch  & Northwest 
Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefit  District”  and  to  levy  assessments  on  properties  located  in  the 
proposed  district  to  fund  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  within  the 
district;  and 

WHEREAS,  A Management  District  Plan  entitled  the  “Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero 
Hill  Green  Benefit  District  (GBD)  Management  District  Plan”  containing  information  about  the

the  amount  of  the  assessment  to  be  levied  against  his  or  her  property,  a statement  that  no 
bonds  will  be  issued,  the  time  and  manner  of  collecting  the  assessments,  and  a list  of  the 
properties  to  be  assessed  (including  assessor  parcel  numbers),  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150535,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this 
resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  A detailed  engineer’s  report  supporting  the  assessments  within  the 
proposed  district,  prepared  by  Terrance  E.  Lowell,  California  Registered  Professional 
Engineer  No.  13398,  titled  "Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefits]  District, 
Engineer’s  Report”  (the  “District  Assessment  Engineer’s  Report”),  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150535,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this 
resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  A Proposed  Boundaries  Map,  submitted  pursuant  to  California  Streets  and 
Highways  Code,  Section  3110,  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
150535,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Pursuant  to  Section  36621(a)  of  the  1994  Act  and  Article  15A,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  form  a property  and  business  improvement  district  to  be 
designated  as  the  “Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green  Benefit  District”  (the  “District”)  for 
a period  of  10  and  one  half  (10  1/2)  years,  and  to  levy  and  collect  assessments  against  all 
identified  parcels  of  real  property  in  the  District  for  a period  of  10  years,  commencing  with 
FY201 5-2016,  subject  to  approval  by  a majority  of  the  property  owners  in  the  District  who  cast 
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assessment  ballots,  which  ballots  shall  be  weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial 
obligations  of  the  affected  properties.  No  bonds  will  be  issued.  District  operations  will 
commence  on  or  about  January  1,  2016,  following  collection  of  the  assessments  for 
FY2015-2016  and  disbursement  of  the  assessment  proceeds  to  the  nonprofit  owners’ 
association  that  will  administer  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  in 
the  District  pursuant  to  Section  36651  of  the  1994  Act  and  a written  agreement  with  the  City. 

Section  2.  Nonpayment  of  assessments  will  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent 
payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same  enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the 
ad  valorem  property  tax.  All  delinquent  payment  of  assessments  will  be  subject  to  interest 
and  penalties.  The  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  will  enforce  imposition  of  interest  and 
penalties  and  collection  of  assessments  pursuant  to  the  1994  Act,  Article  15  and  the  San 
Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code,  Article  6,  as  each  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Management  District  Plan 
and  District  Assessment  Engineer’s  Report,  including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  the 
property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan,  and  the 
assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from  such  services, 
activities  and  improvements.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  make  the  Management  District 
Plan,  District  Assessment  Engineer’s  Report  and  other  documents  related  to  the  District  and 
included  in  the  record  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  available  to  the  public  for  review  during 
normal  business  hours,  Monday  through  Friday  8:00  a.m.  through  5:00  p.m.,  excluding  legal 
holidays. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Proposed  Boundaries  Map 
showing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District.  The  proposed  District  contains  two  zones, 
Zone  I and  Zone  II. 
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Zone  I of  the  proposed  District  contains  approximately  1,126  identified  parcels,  located 
on  approximately  53  whole  or  partial  blocks  lying  approximately  between  the  following 
intersections:  Mariposa  Street  and  Illinois  Street,  Mariposa  Street  and  Iowa  Street,  Illinois 
Street  and  27th  Street,  and  Pennsylvania  Street  and  27th  Street.  Zone  I is  generally  located 
at:  (1)  Mariposa  Street  from  Iowa  Street  to  Illinois  Street  (south  side  only);  (2)  Illinois  Street 
from  Mariposa  Street  to  Cesar  Chavez  Street  (west  side  only);  (3)  Cesar  Chavez  Street  from 
Illinois  Street  to  Pennsylvania  Street  (north  side  only);(4)  Pennsylvania  Street  from  Cesar 
Chavez  Street  from  Mariposa  Street  (east  side  only);  (5)  22nd  Street  from  Pennsylvania  to 
Iowa  Street  (north  side  only);  and  (6)  Iowa  Street  from  22nd  Street  to  Mariposa  Street  (east 
side  only). 

Zone  II  of  the  proposed  District  contains  approximately  256  identified  parcels,  located 
on  approximately  16  whole  or  partial  blocks  lying  approximately  between  the  following 
intersections:  Potrero  Avenue  and  19th  Street,  19th  Street  and  Kansas  Street,  Kansas  Street 
and  16th  Street,  and  16th  Street  and  Potrero  Avenue.  Zone  II  is  generally  located  at:  (1)  16th 
Street  from  Potrero  Avenue  to  Kansas  Street  (south  side  only)  (completely  encompassing 
parcel  3958-006);  (2)  Kansas  Street  from  the  northeast  corner  of  parcel  3958-006  traveling 
south  along  the  eastern  perimeter  of  the  parcel  for  100  feet,  then  traveling  west  along  the 
southern  perimeter  of  the  parcel  for  100  feet,  then  traveling  south  to  the  southeast  corner  of 
parcel  4029-022;  (3)  19th  Street  from  southeast  corner  of  parcel  4029-022  to  Potrero  Avenue 
(north  side  only);  and  (4)  Potrero  Avenue  from  19th  Street  to  16th  Street  (east  side  only). 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to 
determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Dogpatch  & Northwest  Potrero  Hill  Green 
Benenfit  District. 

Section  5.  A public  hearing  on  the  establishment  of  the  District,  and  the  levy  and 
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collection  of  assessments  starting  with  fiscal  year  2015-2016  and  continuing  through 
FY2024-2025,  shall  be  conducted  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  sitting  as  a Committee  of 
the  Whole,  on  July  28,  2015,  at  3:00  p.m.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  matter  may  be  heard  in 
the  Board’s  Legislative  Chamber,  Second  Floor,  City  Hall,  1 Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place, 

San  Francisco,  California,  94102.  At  this  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hear 
public  testimony  regarding  the  proposed  formation  of  the  District,  assessments,  boundaries  of 
the  District,  including  testimony  from  all  interested  persons  for  or  against  establishment  of  the 
District,  the  extent  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  the  assessments,  the  furnishing  of  specific  types 
of  property-related  services,  improvements  and  activities,  and  other  matters  related  to  the 
District.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  waive  any  irregularity  in  the  form  or  content  of  any 
written  protest,  and  at  the  public  hearing  may  correct  minor  defects  in  the  proceedings.  All 
protests  submitted  by  affected  property  owners  and  received  prior  to  the  conclusion  of  the 
public  testimony  portion  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be  tabulated  to  determine  whether  a 
majority  protest  exists. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public 
Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot  Proceeding,  and  Assessment  Ballot  which  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150535;  which  are  declared  to  be  a part  of  this 
resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein. 

Section  7.  The  proposed  property-related  services,  improvements  or  activities  for  the 
District  include  Maintenance,  Capital  Improvements,  Accountability,  Transparency  & Citizen 
Services,  and  Operations  & Contingency/Reserves: 

Maintenance:  Maintenance  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  maintenance  care  for  new 
and  existing  street  trees,  the  maintenance  and  repair  of  irrigation  systems,  graffiti  abatement 
patrol  officers  to  patrol  graffiti  hotspots,  responses  to  requests  for  the  removal  of  trash  and 
debris,  pruning  of  shrubs,  weed  removal  and  fertilization,  and  the  setting  aside  for  the  first 
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year  only  assessment  funds  to  improve  the  maintenance  of  specific  spaces. 

Capital  Improvements:  Capital  Improvements  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to:  (1) 
improvements  to  existing  public  realm  areas,  such  as  providing  new  playground  equipment, 
new  trash  and  recycling  receptacles,  new  park  benches,  and  new  irrigation  systems;  (2)  the 
development  of  new  public  realm  areas,  such  as  new  parks,  parklets,  and  plazas,  planting 
new  trees  and  related  bulb-outs,  installing  street  furniture,  and  constructing  traffic-calming 
round-about,  green  spaces,  at  wide  street  intersections;  and  (3)  developing  green 
infrastructure,  such  as  providing  new  recycled  water  collection  and  distribution  systems,  new 
storm  water  capture  systems,  new  rainwater/storm  water  cisterns,  and  the  installation  of 
energy  generation  and  distribution  systems. 

Accountability,  Transparency,  & Citizen  Services:  Accountability,  Transparency,  & 
Citizen  Services  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to:  (1)  management  of  District  affairs,  such  as  the 
finances  and  contracts  for  services,  management  of  the  relationship  with  the  City,  and 
management  of  volunteer  staff  for  the  District;  (2)  performing  marketing  and  communications 
for  the  District,  including,  without  limitations,  the  management  of  public  relations  and  media 
relations;  (3)  development  of  public  communication  and  accountability,  including,  without 
limitation,  designing  and  updating  the  District’s  website,  designing  and  updating  the  District’s 
smart  phone  application,  and  the  development  an  outreach  campaign  to  the  City  and  the 
media  to  ensure  understanding  of  the  purpose,  work,  and  accomplishments  of  the  District; 
and  (4)  strategic  planning,  including,  without  limitation,  updates  to  the  District’s  “Green  Vision 
Plan,”  to  convey  the  values,  mission,  goals  and  accomplishments  of  the  District. 

Operations  & Contingency/Reserves:  Operations  & Contingency/Reserves, 
includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  the  acquisition  of  insurance  for  operations  and  services, 
providing  for  the  expense  of  audit  or  financial  reviews,  and  providing  for  potential  cost 
overruns  for  maintenance  and  improvement  services  up  to  10%.

Section  8.  Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  District  with 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  these  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  The 
establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City’s  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same 
level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas 
of  the  City  during  the  duration  of  the  District. 

Section  9.  The  annual  total  assessments  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the 
first  year  of  the  District  (FY201 5-2016)  is  estimated  to  be  $492,859.  The  amount  of  the  total 
annual  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  years  two  through  10  (FYs  2016-2017 
through  2024-2025)  may  be  increased  from  one  year  to  the  next  by  a percentage  that  does 
not  exceed  either  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  (the  “CPI”),  or 
three  percent  (3%),  whichever  is  less.  However,  to  account  for  new  assessments  that  could 
be  collected  from  potential  future  development  in  the  proposed  District,  the  maximum 
assessment  for  any  of  years  two  through  10  described  above  in  this  Section  9 may  be 
increased  to  twice  the  amount. 

Section  10.  Environmental  Findings.  Following  the  approval  of  this  Resolution,  the 
Planning  Department  shall  determine  whether  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are 
in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code,  Sections  21000  et  seq.),  and  respond  in  writing  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Section  1 1 . The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  as 
provided  in  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  Section  36623,  California  Government 
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Code,  Section  53753,  California  Constitution,  Article  XIIID  Section  4,  San  Francisco  Charter, 
Section  16.112,  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  Section  67.7-1.

Pursuant  to  Section  36621(a)  of  the  1994  Act  and  Article  15,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  establish  the  property  and  business  improvement  district 
known  as  the  "Greater  Rincon  Hill  Community  Benefit  District”  (“District”)  for  a period  of  fifteen 
and  one  half  (15  1/2)  years,  and  to  levy  and  collect  assessments  against  all  parcels  of  real 
property  in  the  District  for  15  of  those  years,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  (“FY”)  2015-2016, 
subject  to  approval  by  a majority  of  the  property  owners  in  the  District  who  cast  assessment 
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ballots,  which  ballots  shall  be  weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial  obligations  of 
the  affected  properties.  No  bonds  will  be  issued.  District  operations  are  expected  to 
commence  on  or  about  January  1,  2016,  following  collection  of  the  assessments  for  FY  2015- 
2016  and  disbursement  of  the  assessment  proceeds  to  the  nonprofit  owners’  association  that 
will  administer  the  property-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  in  the  District 
pursuant  to  Section  36651  of  the  1994  Act  and  a written  agreement  with  the  City. 

Section  2.  Nonpayment  of  assessments  will  have  the  same  lien  priority  and  delinquent 
payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same  enforcement  procedures  and  remedies  as  the 
ad  valorem  property  tax.  All  delinquent  payment  of  assessments  will  be  subject  to  interest 
and  penalties.  The  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  will  enforce  imposition  of  interest  and 
penalties  and  collection  of  assessments  pursuant  to  the  1994  Act,  Article  15  and  the  San 
Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulation  Code  Article  6,  as  each  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Management  District  Plan 
and  Engineer’s  Report,  including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  the  property-related  services, 
activities  and  improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan,  and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the 
properties  that  will  specially  benefit  from  such  services,  activities  and  improvements.  The 
Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  make  the  Management  District  Plan,  Engineer’s  Report  and  other 
documents  related  to  the  District  and  included  in  the  record  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
available  to  the  public  for  review  during  normal  business  hours,  Monday  through  Friday  8:00 
a.m.  through  5:00  p.m.,  excluding  legal  holidays. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Proposed  Boundaries  Map 
showing  the  boundaries  of  the  District.  The  proposed  District  contains  approximately  3279 
identified  parcels  located  on  approximately  57  whole  or  partial  blocks. 

Specifically,  the  exterior  District  boundaries  are: 
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• 2nd  Street  from  Jessie  Street  to  Harrison  Street,  and  from  Harrison  Street  to  the 
southwest  corner  of  APN  3764-067  (east  side  only) 

• Harrison  Street  from  2nd  Street  to  Main  Street  (east  and  west  side  - street  and 
affronting  parcels;  however  specifically  excluding  the  following  parcels  and 
affronting  public  right  of  way:  APN  3764-066,  APN  3764-064,  APN  3765-018,  APN 
3767-014  to  3767-310) 

• Main  Street  from  Harrison  Street  to  Bryant  Street  (east  side  only) 

• Bryant  Street  from  Main  Street  to  The  Embarcadero  (north  side  only) 

• The  Embarcadero  from  Bryant  Street  to  Harrison  Street  (west  side  only) 

• Steuart  Street  from  Harrison  Street  to  Howard  Street  (west  side  only) 

• Howard  Street  from  Steuart  Street  to  Spear  Street  (south  side  only) 

• Spear  Street  from  Howard  to  Mission  Street,  and  from  Mission  Street  to  the 
northeast  corner  of  APN  3712-023  (west  side  only) 

• Mission  Street  from  Spear  Street  to  1 st  Street  (east  and  west  side  - street  and 
affronting  parcels;  however  specifically  excluding  the  following  parcel  and  affronting 
public  right  of  way:  APN  3712-025) 

• First  Street  to  the  northwest  corner  of  APN  3709-019/020  (east  side  only)  to 
Stevenson  Street  (west  side  only) 

• Stevenson  Street  from  1st  Street  to  Ecker  Street  (south  side  only) 

• Ecker  Street  from  Stevenson  Street  to  the  northeast  corner  of  APN  3708-023  (east 
side  only) 

• Northern  property  line  of  APN  3708-023  from  the  northeast  corner  of  the  parcel  to 
the  northwest  corner  of  the  parcel 

• Western  property  line  of  APN  3708-023  from  the  northwest  corner  of  the  parcel  to 
the  southwest  corner  of  the  parcel 
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• From  the  southwest  corner  of  APN  3708-023  to  2nd  Street  (south  side  only) 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  maps  and  the  lists  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  that  are  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to 
determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  Greater  Rincon  Hill  Community  Benefit 
District. 

Section  5.  A public  hearing  on  the  establishment  of  the  District,  and  the  levy  and 
collection  of  assessments  starting  with  fiscal  year  2015-2016  and  continuing  through  fiscal 
year  2029-2030,  shall  be  conducted  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  sitting  as  a Committee  of 
the  Whole  on  July  28,  2015  at  3:00  p.m.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  matter  may  be  heard  in 
the  Board’s  Legislative  Chambers,  Second  Floor,  City  Hall,  1 Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place, 
San  Francisco,  California,  94102.  At  this  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hear 
public  testimony  regarding  the  proposed  formation  of  the  District,  assessments,  and 
boundaries  of  the  District,  including  testimony  from  all  interested  persons  for  or  against 
establishment  of  the  District,  the  extent  of  the  District,  the  levy  of  the  assessments,  the 
furnishing  of  specific  types  of  property-related  services,  improvements  and  activities,  and 
other  matters  related  to  the  District.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  waive  any  irregularity  in 
the  form  or  content  of  any  written  protest,  and  at  the  public  hearing  may  correct  minor  defects 
in  the  proceedings.  All  protests  submitted  by  affected  property  owners  and  received  prior  to 
the  conclusion  of  the  public  testimony  portion  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be  tabulated  to 
determine  whether  a majority  protest  exists. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public 
Hearing  and  Assessment  Ballot  Proceeding,  and  Assessment  Ballot,  which  are  on  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  150592;  which  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a part 
of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein. 
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Section  7.  The  proposed  property-related  services,  improvements  and  activities  for  the 
District  include  Public  Safety,  Cleaning  and  Maintenance,  Parks  and  Greenspace, 
Communication  and  Development,  and  Management. 

Public  Safety:  Public  Safety  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  a variety  of  safety 
programs  and  strategies  to  prevent  crime  and  increase  pedestrian  safety  throughout  the 
District.  The  District  will  provide  Community  Guides  to  assist  visitors,  connect  those  in  need 
with  social  services,  and  report  cleaning  and  safety  issues.  In  addition,  Public  Safety  includes 
funding  for  safety  work  through  the  San  Francisco  Patrol  Specials. 

Cleaning  and  Maintenance:  Cleaning  and  Maintenance  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to, 
sidewalk  sweeping,  scheduled  steam  cleanings,  graffiti  removal,  reporting  trash  for  removal, 
spot  cleaning  of  street  furniture  and  fixtures,  and  minor  repair  and  maintenance  of  streetscape 
amenities,  furnitures,  and  fixtures. 

Parks  and  Greenspace:  Parks  and  Greenspace  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  street 
tree  maintenance,  gardening  and  weeding,  irrigation  system  management  and  repair,  trash 
off-haul,  pest  control,  pavement  and  pathway  repairs  and  care,  and  minor  capital 
improvements.  The  District  will  also  operate  the  District’s  parks  in  conjunction  with  their  public 
owners,  this  will  include  park  promotion  and  neighborhood  outreach. 

Communication  and  Development:  Communication  and  Development  includes,  but 
is  not  limited  to,  periodic  newsletters  distributed  via  email  and  posted  on  the  District’s  website, 
brochures  advertising  the  District,  creation  and  maintenance  of  a District  website,  property 
owner  and  merchant  outreach  programs,  and  coordinated  networking  for  businesses,  property 
owners,  and  residents.  Additionally,  the  District  will  focus  on  business  retention  and 
recruitment  by  gathering  information  from  brokers  and  potential  retailers. 

Management:  Management  includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  a staff  that  will  oversee  the 
administration  of  the  District  and  the  management  of  office  expenses  including  accounting, 
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rent,  utilities,  office  supplies,  insurance,  legal,  and  other  professional  services  related  to 
District  activities 

Section  8.  Within  the  area  encompassed  by  the  proposed  District,  the  City  currently 
provides  services  at  the  same  level  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City.  It  is  the  intent 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  continue  to  provide  the  area  encompassed  by  the  District  with 
the  same  level  of  services  provided  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City;  formation  of  the  District 
will  not  affect  the  City’s  policy  to  continue  to  provide  the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas 
encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other  similar  areas  of  the  City  during  the  term  of 
the  District. 

Section  9.  The  annual  total  assessments  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the 
first  year  of  the  District  (FY  2015-2016)  is  estimated  to  be  $2,428,821.39.  The  amount  of  the 
total  annual  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  years  two  through  fifteen  (FY  2016- 
2017  through  2029-2030)  may  be  increased  from  one  year  to  the  next  by  a percentage  that 
does  not  exceed  either  the  change  in  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in 
the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area  (the  “CPI”), 
or  three  percent  (3%),  whichever  is  less.  In  addition,  to  account  for  new  assessments  from 
potential  future  development  in  the  District,  the  assessment  for  each  of  years  five  (FY  2019- 
2020)  through  15  of  the  District  may  be  increased  by  not  more  that  5%  of  the  prior  year’s 
assessment,  including  any  CPI  adjustment  for  the  prior  year,  for  a total  maximum  increase  of 
8%. 

Section  10.  Environmental  Findings.  Following  the  approval  of  this  Resolution,  the 
Planning  Department  shall  determine  whether  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution  are 
in  compliance  with  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (California  Public  Resources 
Code  Sections  21000  et  seq.),  and  respond  in  writing  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
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prior  to  the  Board’s  public  hearing  on  the  establishment  of  the  District  on  July  28,  2014  at  3.00 
p.m. 

Section  11.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  hearing  as 
provided  in  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Section  36623,  California  Government 
Code  Section  53753,  California  Constitution  Article  XIIID  Section  4,  San  Francisco  Charter 
Section  16.112,  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  67.7-1.
